KILL TREASURY 
TO AVOID PERIL 


That Is President Stickney’s 
Advice to Chicago Bankers 


He Asserts That There Can Be No 
Safety in Financial Affairs Un- 
til Treasury Is Abolished. 
Advocates Great Cen- 
tral Bank. 


Chicago, December 14.—The bankers of 
Chicago were given a banquet by the 
Marquette Club tonight. In addition to 
speeches by Ex-Comptroller James H. 
Eckles, president of the Commercial na- 
tional bank, and President James B&B. 
Forgan, of the First national bank, there 
was: one by Mr. A. B. Stickney, presi- 
dent of The Chicago Great Western 
Railroad Company, who was the princi- 
pal guest of the evening. 

Mr Stickney’s subject was ‘The Cen- 
tral Reserve Bank.” He contended that 
a central reserve bank would not and 
could not become a monopoly. The ne- 
eessity for keeping 25 per cent of reserve 
would render it incapable of competing 
except in the larger transactions, with 
the other banks, which would carry no 
more than 5 to 8 per cent of the reserve. 
The reserve, he said, is the regulator of 
the banking business. 
convictior ’’ he said, ‘‘that 
there is no safety and can be no safety 
to financial affairs in the United States 
until the treasury is abolished, but we 
must not close our eyes to the fact that 
it canno? be safely destroyed until a cen- 
tral reserve bank has been developed. 
Otherwise, the duty of protecting the 
gold reserve from exportation would fall 
upon 4,064 national and 5,648 state banks 
and institutions. The impossibility of 
more than 9,000 separate banks protect- 
ing the gold reserve against exportation 
would necessitate a central reserve bank, 
to which would be delegated the sole 
responsibility of protecting the reserve. 

‘It is my conviction that if the restric- 
tions of the American banking laws were 
repealed and banking made free there 
would be developed in the United States 
a banking system substantially on the 
lines of the Scotch-English system. In 
process of time one of the systems of 
branch banks would demonstrate its fit- 
ness, and solely for this reason would 
be selected by the other banks as the 
central reserve bank A_-bank thus evolv- 
ed would be fit both in respect to finan- 
cial responsibility and in respect to the 
character and capacity of its directors 
and managers for the government to 
enter into the ordinary relationship of 
custorer and bank. Such is the cen- 
tral bank which I advocate—a bank pro- 
dueed by evolution and controlled by the 
natural laws of the trade, instead of a 
bank controlled by partisan, ill-consider- 
ed and compromise legislation. 

‘“Candor compels me to admit that there 
is, and has been ever since the destruc- 
tion of the old United States bank. 
which was an entirely different type from 
the modern central reserve bank, a strong 
prejudice in the American mind against 
a central bank. But it is my conten- 
tion that this prejudice grows out of a 
misconception of the modern central re- 
serve bank and its functions and powers. 
It is my conviction that another cam- 
paign of education would make the prop- 
osition of free banking possible of real- 
ization.”

Cheyenne, Wyo., ‘December 14.—Ten 
lives have been lost in the blizzard 
which has been raging in Wyoming. in 
the southern, western and eastern por- 
tions of the state reports show that the 
weather for the past twenty-four hours 


has been of unusual severity, the tem- | 


perature falling to 24 degrees below zero 
at many places, and in a few places go- 
ing as low as 30 degrees below. The 
weather began to moderate today. 

Thus far no official reports haye been 
received of stock losses except where 
sheep huddled together on the railroad 
and were killed by the cars. Heavy 
losses of sheep are reported between 
Lawson and Green River, where the 
storm was most severe. 

Five sheep herders perished in the bliz- 
zard near Point of. Rock Thursday night. 
Great Damage to Stock. 

Guthrie, Okla. T., December 14.—The 
blizzard which has been raging over 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory since 
Thursday has done great .damage to 
stock in western Oklahéma, where the 
ranges are unprotected. Cattlemen did 
not anticipaté: the sudden change. The 
same is true in all portions of the two 
territories, but not to such a great de- 
gree as in western Oklahoma. 

From the Creek and Cherokee nations 
there are reports of intense suffering 
among the full blood Indians. whose 
crops were ruined by the drought and 
who must rely on appropriations from 
their legislatures during the winter. 

The blizzard is proving a great hard- 
ship to the settlers in the new country 
who are living tn tents and shacks. 

Most Severe in Years. 

Omaha, Nebr., December 14.—The pres- 
ent cold wave which struck Nebraska Fri- 
day noon has been the moOst severe ,ex-. 
perienced in December for twenty years. 
The thermometét: Was ranged between 10 
and 16 degrees below zero all da~ in 
Omaha and some points in the state re- 
port a temperature of 34 below. Two 
men were so badly frozen in Omaha that 
they were unable to talk, Several other 
cases Of severe suffering have also been 
reported to the police. 

At Lincoln the twenty-four hours ending 
at 7 o’clock tonight broke the record for 
low temperature in December. Since 7 
o’clock last night the mercury has at no 
time been above 6 degrees below zero. The 
minimum was 13 below. At Alliance it 
was 26 and at Greely 28 below. The average 
was about 15 below zero. Ten carloads 
of sheép from the northwest reached Lin- 
coln today en route east. When. unloaded 
it was foynd 248 had frozen to death. 

Greatest Drop in City’s History. 

St. Louis, Mo,, December 14.—The cold- 
est weather for this time of the year in 
nineteen years was oxperienced in St. 
Louis last night and today. The records 
of the local weather bureau show but two. 
instances of colder weether at this season 
Since the reccrds began in 1871, thirty 
years ago. In the twenty-four hours ho. 
ginning at 7 a. m. yesterday and en §@nz 
at the same hour this morning the mer- 
cury fell from 54 above zero, the greatest 
arop reached ir the city’s history, and 
it hovered above the latter figure all day.

Signor Marconi arrived here a -week 
ago Friday, selected Signal Hill, at the 
entrance to the harbor, as an experi- 
menting station and moved his equipment 
sere, Last Monday he cabled to the 
Poldhu station to begin sending signals 
at 3 p. m. daily and to continue until 6 
p. m., these hours being respectively 11:30 
a. m. to 2:30 p. m., St. Johns time. Dur- 
ing these hours Wednesday Signor Mar- 
coni elevated the kite with an aertal 
wire by means of which signals are 
sent or received. He remained at the 
recorder attached to the receiving appa- 
ratus and to his profound satisfaction 
signals were received by him at inter- 
yals, according to the programme ar- 
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ranged previously with the operator at 
Poldhu, 

These signals consisted of repeating at 
intervals the letter ‘“S,"’ which, in Mar- 
coni’s code is made by three dots, or 
quick strokes. This signal was repeated 
so frequently and so in accordance with 
the plan, arranged to provide safeguards 
against possibility of a mistake, that 
Signér Marconi! was satisfied that it was 
a genuine transmission from England. 

Again on Thursday. during the same 
hours, the kite was elevated and the 
Same signals were renewed. This made 
the assurante so complete that Signor 
Marconi cabled to his principals in Eng- 
land, and also informed the governor 
of New Foundland, who apprised the 
British cabinet of the success of the ex- 
periments. 

Signor Marconi, though satisfied of the 
gSenuineness of the signals, and that he 
has succeeded in his attempts in estab- 
lishing communication across the At- 
lantic without the use of wires, empha- 
sized the fact that the system is as yet 
crly in an embryo stage, and that the 
possibility of its ultimate development is 
demonstrated by the success of the pres- 
ent experiments with incomplete and im- 
perfect apparatus, as the signals can 
Only be received by the most sensitively 
adjusted apparatus, and Signor Marconi 
is working under great difficylties owing 
to the conditions prevailing here. 

The Cornwall coast is 1,700 miles from 
St. Johns. 

Signor Marconi will for the present dis- 
regard the matter of communicating with 
trans-Atlantic steamers. He will return 
to England next week and will conduct 
the experiments from Poldhu himself. He 
explains that the greater electrical power 
there will enable him to send more effec- 
tive signals. It is not possible to send 
return signals from here until a powerful 
electric battery shall have been installed. 


Sir Robert Bond, premier of Newfound- 
land, offered Signor Marconi every facili- 


ty possible for carrying out his plans. 
To Build Great Station. 
Signor Marconi intends to build a large. 
fully equipped experimental station near 


St. Johns, besides the Lloyds station at 
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WILLIAM MARCONI, 
He Has Succeeded in Sending Wire- 
ny Messages Across the Atlan- 
tic. 
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Race. The former will have the 
same equipment as the Poldhu station 
and will play the same part on this side 
of the Atlantic as Poldhu does on the 
other side. The St. Johns station will 
communicate with New York on one side 
and Cornwall on the other, being midway 
between the two.

perform the same work as the modern 
cable station. 

Signor Marconi announces that he will 
remain in England until after the corona- 
tion of King Edward next summer and 
that he hopes to send the news of that 
event across the Atlantic by the wireless 
method so as to prove the capability of 
the system for such purposes. He prob- 
ably will in the meantime equip all ves- 
sels of the leading lines of steamers with 


his apparatus. 


Maerconi System Made Clear. 
Chicago, December 14.—(Special.)-—Gu- 
glielmo Marconi, born at Bologna, Italy, 


— 


April 25, 1874, first perfected the system 
of wireless telegraphy. It does not require 
the use of the electric current in tne 
sense that the ordinary teleegraph or 
telephone does. 

The signals are flashed from one station 
to another by means of the Hertzian 
wave—magnetic waves having the same 
velocity as light, day 185,000 miles a sec- 
ond. These waves are identical with 
light waves, except that they are longer. 
Whenever an electre spark, as from an 
induction coil, is made to jump back and 
forth between two electrodes or poles, 
these Hertzian waves are, produced. They 
radiate from the producing point in every 
direection and enotgh of them may be 
intercepted to serve as a signal, just as 
the ear catches the sound waves. 

By stopping and starting the Hertzian 
waves Marconi is able to transmit mes- 
sages by the Morse code. There are in 
the Marconi system two distinct pieces of 
apparatus, a transmitter and a receiver 
—analogous to a telephone, for instance. 
The transmitter starts the Hertzian 
waves going, the receiver interceps ther? 
at a distant station. Marconi uses elec- 
tric coils that produce a spark ten incnes 
long. 

Bad Weather No Hindrance. 

In order to prevent any but the proper 
person intercepting the Hertzian waves, 
Marconi has invented a reflector. By 
putting this behind the transmitter and 


pointing it toward the receiving sta- 
tion, the message is prevented from 
straying in any other direction. The 


presence of high hills between stations 
does not affect the message and bad 
weather is no hindrance. 

The receiver is an ordinary glass tube 
filled with nickel and silver filings. The 
presence of a Hertzian wave causes these 
filings to cohere and close the circuit. 
Then they fall apart and open the cir- 
cult. The length of the dasn or dot d - 
pends upon the pressure upon the key 
at the sending station. 


What Atlantans Think. 

The announcement that Marconi had 
succeeded in sending a message across 
the waves from New Foundland to Eng- 
land without the aid of wires was the 
cause of no little excitement in Atlanta 
last night among those who take an act- 
ive interest in scientific matters.

Repeatedly the Letter “S” Was 
Flashed from Comwall fo

expressed the opinion that this feat 
would go down in nistcry as one of the 
greatest of scientific achievements. In 
fact, it seemed hard for the Atlantans 
to believe that the feat of Marconi was 
indeed a fact. Among the striking opin- 
icns expressed were the following: 

PRESIDENT LYMAN HALL, Georgia 
School of Techrology: 

“T consider it the mest remarkable 
achievement the world has ever sen. 
Since this has been done I can see no rea- 
son why in the near future we may not 
communicate across the Pacific in the 
same manner,” 

COLONEL J. B. MARBURY, weather 
bureau director: 

“TI had no idea that the system had 
teen perfected so far. This achieVemient 
of Marconi’s is certairly wonderful and 
at first blush it is almost impossible to 
believ2 it. The results of such an achieve- 
ment seem unlimited.”’ 

DR. E. P. MURRAY, Western Union 
Telegraph Company: 

“When I was a young mar. and was 
sicdying telegraphy I was told thatina 
short time two messages would be sent 
over one wire at the same time. I was 
cnthusiastic in declaring that this would 
be impossible. But they did send two 
ever the same wire. After this I was 
told that four messages would be vent 
cver the same wire at the same time 
and I was boisterous in declaring this im- 
possible. But they did send four meés- 
sages over one wire at the same time. 
When 1 heard that it was said that sev- 
enty-two messages couid be sent over one 
wire at the same time I only asked, 
‘Can they?” All along I have believed 
the Marconi system practicable for short 
distances, but I have held that, owin 
to the curvature of the. earth, it woul 
never be possible to send messages across 
the oceans by this method. However, I 
am prepared to accent any authoritative 
statement that this has been accom- 
plished, as I am afraid to call anything 
impossible. Marconi has certainly pcr- 
formed a wonderful feat and one that 
will mean much to the advance of civil- 


ization.”’ 
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KAISER IS FIGHTING BEER. 


He Thinks That the German Work- 
ingmen Drink Too Much. 

Berlin, December 14.—The emperor, 
among a veriety of new subjects engag- 
ing his attention, is looking into the re- 
lations of the German workmen's produc- 
tiveness and the use of beer during work- 
ing hours. His majesty’s inquiries indi- 
cate that he regards the beer drinking on 
factory premises as detrimental to ac- 
curacy of workmanship and amount of 
product. A movement is on foot to ex- 
clude beer from the factories. Several 
works have already educated their opera- 
tives to dispense with the morning and 
afternoon beer recesses. It is common 
for a workman to drink ten pints a day 
in the shops, while the average is not 
much below a gallon per day, especially 
among molders. 

An American firm ‘here finds that by 
prohibiting beer it obtains a 0 per cent 
iacrease In the product per man. Part of 
the increase, however, is due to the time 
saved,

Bishop Says Negro At.ained High- 
est Civilization by It. 

Savannah, Ga., December 14.—Bishop 
Halsey, of the Colored Methodist Fpis- 
‘copal church, discussed the race question 
last night before the South Georgia con- 
ference of his church. 

He believes that Christianity will solve 
the problem, but when it is solved it will 
be by applied Christianty and that this 
form of Christianity is one about which 
the white man cares nothirte.

Knoxville, Tenn., Deeember 14.—Today’s 
developments in the shooting last night of 
Policemen Saylor and Dinwiddie were sen- 
sational in the extreme. 

Local detectives are now almost certain 
that the desperado, who escaped after 
fatally wounding one policeman and se- 
riously wounding the seeond, is either 
one of Kilpatrick's accomplices in the 
Great Northern train robbery of the un- 
signed Montana bank bills last July or 
an agent of the Kilpatrick gang. 

Today $3,800 worth of the stolen, un- 
signed $20 notes of the National Bank of 
Montana were located by detectives in the 
possession of a local saloon keeper and 
confiscated. Considerable of the money 
had already been floated or changed in 
with merchants. 

The man is believed to. be Harry Long- 
baugh, alias William Parkey, who escaped 
from the Nashville police a few weeks ago 
by means of an ice wagon. It has been 
inside information for several days that 
Longbaugh was in upper east Tennessee 
and the developments of today make it 
almost certain that he is the man who 
made such a murderous assault on the 
two Knoxville officers. 

After escaping from the seent of the af- 
fray, the alleged Longbaugh secured a 
covered hack and was driven out of the 
city limits, Later he was seen 10 miles 
east of the city and a posse has been on 
the trail ever since early morning. 

The would-be murder was struck time 
and time agegn by the officers who were 
shot, two billies being splintered on his 
head. With the reaetion from a_ long 
spree and the effects of the policemen’s 
onslaught, it is thought that he will soon

SUMMARY GF WORK DONE 
BY GENERAL ASSEMBLY 


Atlanta Depot Bill Will Reach the 
Governor Monday—Many Hear- 
ings To Be Had on Local Dis- 

Few 


pensary Measures <— 
General Bills Were 
Passed. 

Most of the members of the legislature 
who remained thr ugh the Friday night 
session left the citv yesterday and last. 
night. thougch quite a number of them 
will remain over 5 inday and several will 
be here 2 part oO} this week. 

The clerical forces of both houses, in 
charge of Secretary Northen and Clerk 
BRoifeuillet. are still at work and will be 
busy with t- bills passed during the 
last week of the session until next Wed- 
nesday or Thursday. On the last two 
days of the session bills of all kinds, 
both local and general. were put through 
rapidly, and ‘lerks had no time to 
keep up with the work. It will require 


two or three days to enroll all the bills 
passed and send them to the governor 
for his signature. The more important 
ones and those to which the governor 


will probably want to give some consid- 
eration will be attended to first and sent 


to him as soon as possible. 

Governor Candler signed about fifteen 
or twenty bills yesterday, but most of 
them were local measures providing for 
the incorporation of towns or amending 
charters. Among them, however, were 


one or two general measures of interest. 
One of these was the resolution memo- 
rlalizing congress to appropriate’ the 
money in the United States treasury 
raised by the war tax on cotton and by 
the sale of captured and abandoned prop- 
erty to education in the southern states. 
Another general bill signed was by Sen- 
ator Sullivan, of the eighteenth, provid- 
ing that neither the county commis- 
sioners nor ordinary of any county shall 
purchase any county supplies from any 
store or firm in which they are in any 
vay interested except by a vote of the 
majority of the board. 
Local Dispensary Bills. 

The governor has not signed any of 
the loca] dispensary bills which have 
reached him within the last day or two. 
He has placed them all to one side and 
will take them up one by one and con- 
‘sidet éach on its merits. There are local 
contests over several of these measures, 
notably that providing for a dispensary 
for Wilkes county. in which the con- 
testants on both sides will be heard in 
the governor's office tomorrow after- 
noon. There is also a contest over the 
amendment to the act creating the 
Barnesville dispensary, a hearing on 
Which will be had before the governor 
on Tuesday at noon. Governor Candler 
will give careful consideration to each 
of these measures, and it may be that 
tome of them will be vetoed in spite 
of the fact that they are local bills. 

There are also contests before the gov- 
€mor over several other local measures 
8nd hearings in half a dozen cases have 


been provided for. Three of these will be 
held on Tuesday.

lature. The !aw says within five days 
after the bills are presented to him, but 
he always acts on them within five days 
after adjournment. 

The measures of greatest importance 
yet to reach the governor for his signa- 
ture are the Atlanta depot bill, the fer- 
tilizer bill and the bills making appro- 
priations for the state militia, for pen- 
sioners and to supply deficiencies in 
the contingent fund and other funds. 

Work of the Legislature. 

The general assembly which has just 
adjourned did not pass more than fifteen 
or twenty general bills. and very few 
of these were of special importance. 

Among the. first measures -in interest 
which went through the legislature there 
is the Howell resolution providing for 
the payment bf the interest on the bond- 
ed debt for 1902 out of the public prop- 
erty fund after the case has been passed 
on by the supreme court, the Atlanta 
depot bill, the fertilizer bil] and the ap- 
propriatign bills. 

The governor signed the Howell reso- 
lution last night. The depot bill has 
not yet reached him, but will probably be 
sent to his office on Monday. There is 
no doubt that he wil] sign it and soon 


after it is made a law the depot com- 
mission will be appointed. 
The fertilizer bill by Mr. Jordan, of 


considered one of the most 
important measures to the farming in- 
terests that went through the legisla- 
ture. This measure raises the standard 
of commercial fertilizers to be sold in the 
State so that no fertilizers can be sold 
hereafter with leSs than 12 per cent of

free phosphoric acid or plant food. The 
percentage under the present law is 10 
per cent. The bill does away with the 


lowest grade of fertilizers, and provides 
for only two grades in the future, stand- 
ard and high. It also makes provision 
for the more careful inspection of fer- 
tilizers and the manner in which they 
shall be sold. 

The important appropriation bills which 
went through include the Soldiers’ home 


bill appropriating the $19,500 insurance 
money for the rebuilding of the home 


and $15,000 for maintenance and equip- 
ment next year; the bill appropriating 
$20,000 for the support of the state mill- 
tia during the coming year; the resolu- 
tion appropriating $62,500 to make up 
the deficiency in the amount to be paid 
for indigent soldiers’ pensions; the resolu- 
tion appropriating $11,000 to make up a 
deficiency in the printing fund, and the 
resolution appropriating $2,000 to supply 
the deficiency in the contingent fund and 
$5,780 to supply the deficiency in last 
year’s pension fund, 

The foregoing are the general bills of 
greatest imnortance that were passed. 
There were a dozen or more others, but 
most of them simply remedy certain de- 
fects in present laws, instead of provid- 
ing entirely new statutes. 

The house and senate passed betwec§ 
200 and 300 locai bills of all kinds, many 
of which have already been signed by 
the governor and the communities affect- 
ed are now acting under them. 

Measures That Failed. 

+ Several important measures before the 
general assembly failed because the bus- 
iness of the general assembly was not 
pushed forward rapidly enough. The 
most important of these, perhaps, was 
the bill providing for a number of con- 
stitutional amendments. 

Eight amendments to the constitution, 
all of which were considered of great 
importance, were adopted by the senate 
for submission to the people, but this 
bill failed in the house because it was 


not reached until the last day of the ses- 


ston. and there were not enough members 
present to pass it even if there had 
been no dpposition. It requires 117 votes 
in the house to submit a constitutional 
amendment to the people, and when this 
measure was reached there were only 96 
members present. Many of them had 
already left the city to return to their 
homes. The result was the hard work 
of the joint committee on constitutional 
amendments and the work of the senate 
was lost. The matter will probably he 


taken up promptly by the next legisia- 


ture, and the -work done at this ses- 
sion will serve to expedite it at that time.

Passed by both houses it was dis- 
approved by the governor for the rea- 
sons already stated. The chances are 
that this measure or one similar to it 
will come up before the next general] 
assembly. 

As s00n as the work of the governor 
is completed arrangements will be made 
to have the laws passed at this session 
printed, and the volume will probably 
be out the latter part _of January or 
the Ist of ; February.

LOWER TEMPERATURE TODAY 


First Cold Wave of the Winter 
Takes Possession of the City. 
Many Pipes Burst and 
the Plumber Reigns 
Supreme, 


At 3 o'clock this morning the mercury 
registered 14 dégrees. At 2 o'clock is 
registered 17 degrees, at 1 o’clock 20 de- 
grees. This fall of 3 degrees an hour has 
already brought the coldest weather ex- 
perienced in this section since the ee 
of 1899. 

The cold weather promised by the 
weather bureau is here. It is making its 
rresence felt in a must strenuous man- 
rer.

At 12 o'clock last night the thermometer 
stood at 24 and a stiff breeze had arisen, 
which carried with it a wintry air all ioo 
suggestive of bursted pipes and plumbers’ 
bills. 

The weather bureau predicts that the 
mercury will go lower. and it is Ilkely 
that a continued cold temperature will 
prev ail in this section for several days.

The Trans-Siberian Railway. 
(From The Baltimore Sun.) 

The completion of the great Trans-Sibe- 
rian railway has been announced, but it 
is not, after all, it appears, the railroad 
that has been completed, but a route, 
partly by rail and partly by water. There 
are two breaks. Cars have to be ferried 
across Lake Baikal at great inconve- 
nience and risk in winter, and there is a 
break of some 1,300 miles in the Far East, 
where a river trips has to be taken to 
reach Viadivostok. It will be years be- 
fore these two breaks will be closed with 
steel rails. Still it is much that Russia 
is now able to send troops and freight by 
an interior route, wholly under her own 
control, from the Baltic to the Pacific. 
The ultimate value of the road, however, 
will depend mainty’ on [ts economic re- 
sults. Its political and strategic value is 
obvious, but will it “pay?”

With the indorsement of its multi-mil- 
lionaire organizers seventy-five million 
dollars of the stock was sold at the start 
to the public at $100 a share. Not a scin- 
tilla of information was furnished as to 
what property it represented, and the 
stock exchange authorities admitted it to 
dealings on their floor, “no questions 
asked’’ and no statement of any kind

five millions or more of the stock was 
created, making the amount outstanding 
more than $150,000,000.

Scranton, Pa., December 14.—The Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor in tRe last min- 
utes of this afternoon’s session put itself 
On record on two questions that have been 
agitating the delegates since the convém- 
tion convened ten days ago, namely, trad6 
autonomy and socialism. In brief, the 
Special committee on autonomy recom- 
mended that where there are only a few 
craftsmen in a large industrial concern 
the best interests of all concerned would 
be subserved by the few joining the para- 
mount organization in such establishment 
and the amalgamation of subdivided 
crafts into districts and national trade 


councils, where all disputes should be set- 
tled. The recommendations of the com- 
mittee, to the surprise of many, were 
unanimously adopted without a single re- 
mark being made by any one.

STORY OF HIS CAREER 
FRESH TO ATLANTANS

From Messenger Boy to World’s 
Champion Sums Up the Brief 
Span of Seven Short Years 
of Riding. 


The news of Bobby Walthour’s won- 
derful victory in New York last night in 
the six-day bicycle race, in which he de- 
feated the foremost cracks of this and 
other countries, was received with wild 
enthusiasm by hundreds of his Atlanta 
friends who have been watching with 
intense interest for news of each lap of 
the race. 

Last night The Constitution office was 
crowded with ‘“‘Bobby’s’’ friends, who 
hovered around the telegraph instrument, 
with anxious faces, waiting for the 
“flash” that would tell the result of the 
race. When the news was finally ticked 
off that Walthour had won by 3 yards 
their excitement gave way to unbounded 
enthusiasm. 

Scarcely had the hews been received 
than preparations were begun looking 
toward a magnificent reception to the 
plucky little Atlanta boy who has forged 
his way to the very first place in the 
racing world. Walthour is expected to 
arrive in the city next Wednesday. He 
will be met at the train by hundreds of 


his friends and admirers as well as 
scores of prominent citizens. A brass 
band will be in attendance. “Bobby” 


will be bundled into a carriage drawn by 
four white horses and he will be driven 
through the principal streets of Atlanta. 
Later some sort of public reception will 
be held in his honor. 

A Wonderful Rider. 

Bobby Walthour is probably the most 
wonderful bicycle rider this country has 
ever produced. Seven years ago he was 
a bicycle messenger boy for Harry Sil- 
verman, Today, at the age of 22, he is 
the world’s champion In several different 
classes. Beginning at the very begin- 
ning, riding day and night through the 
streets of Atlanta on a dilapidated wheel 
that sounded like an ice wagon, he 
learned the lesson of endurance that has 
stood him in such good stead. 

In 1896 Walthour had developed into one 
of the speediest riders in the city. He 
decided that he could turn his ability to 
good account, and his first racing was 
done at Columbus in May, 1896. He was 
managed by Gus Castle, of this city, and 
won all open races that he entered. The 
Columbus papers dubbed him “Greedy” 
Walthour. With this first success as a 
Start, he went to the national meet in 
Louisville, Ky., later in the vear. He 
met with considerable success there and 
it was then that his racing career began 
In earnest.

It's a mighty hard position to be in, for

In the city of f Berlin a testimonial of 
German Sympathy for the Boers has 
been erected in the shape of a statue of 
bronze dedicated to General Christian 
DeWet by over 500 namesakes of the gal- 
lant old hero in the fatherland. 

Responding to the call of The Berlin 
Tageblatt for men beering the baptismal 
name of Christian to contribute $1 each 
toward a fund for an appropriate token 
of admiration for DeWet’s undaunted 
courage in Keeping up an apparently 
hopeless warfare over 500 burgher friends 
sent in their names and contributions 
within a fortnight. Norbert Fretschner, 
a ycung Berlin sculptor of brilliant tal- 
ent, was commissioned to execute a 
group statue symbolical of DeWet’s in- 
trepid character. 

The artist has:made a bust of the gen- 
eral on Which a German namesake is in 
the act of placing a laurel leaf. Half 
covering the marble socle lies the skin 
of a big lion, whose head has been 
crushed and frightfully disfigured. Of 
course, the conquered British lion is im- 
plied here. 

The DeWet monument was unveiled in 
the Turnhalle at Schierstein on the 
Rhine, where lives Christian Schneider, 
the first man to send in his subscription 
to The Tagebiatt.

general’s bust is said to resemble Chris- 
tian Schneider, though it was intended 
as a composite portrait duly idealized of 
the subscribing ‘‘Christians.”’ 

The unveiling ceremony occasioned 
much pro-Boer enthusiasm in the little 
town of Schgirstein and was attended by 
about 1,000 persons. Christian Schneider 
presided and he was assisted by his wife 
in the speech making. A special ‘“‘fes- 
trede’’ was delivered by Pastor Weker. 
who deplored the spurious patriotism of 
the English people and contrasted it. with 
the piety and righteousness of the Trans- 
vaalers. A _ specially composed song, 
‘Lied an DeWet,”’ was also sung. The 
monument is now being taken on a tour 
through Germany, together with a bio- 
graph entertainment of Boer battles, for 
the benefit of the burgher fighters. 

Despite the kKaiser’s apparent callous- 
ness toward the Boer cause sympathy 
for the oppressed Transvaalers is growing 
apace among his subjects. Of all that 
England has done during the past half 
century to incur the enmity of other na- 
tions their treatment of the little Boer 
people is the worst. The blood of Trans- 
vaal fighters shed in South Africa cries 
heavenward for vengeance. The wails of 
the women and children in the concen- 
tration camps touch the hearts of mil- 
lions on the European continent so that 
today England is the most hated country 


on the globe.

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GEO. TRUITT DISCUSSES 
THE COTTON OUTLOOK 


Editor Constitution: The recent rise in 
the cotton market, consequent upon the 
government report of 9,664,000 bales, is in- 
deed gratifying,’ but it is very much like 


faded and dead. If the recent report of 
the government be true, and there is no 
doubt in my judgment that it approxi- 
mates the truth, there is an actual 
shortage in the present year's yield, as 
compared with that of last year, of about 
three-quarters of a million bales. 

One great trouble about the people who 
figure and estimate the cotton crop from 
year to year is that they are the creat- 
ures of the great cotton combine, and 
color their reports so as to promote the 
interests of their cruel and exacting mas- 
ters. Not so with the government; she 
ean afford: to be just to her subjects, anl 
it is the purest bosh to say that her 
facilities. for obtaining data upon which 
to base estimates is not equal to those of 
the great cotton kings, both of this coun- 
try and the Orient. 

Another trouble about the estimates of 
men who are employed to make them is 
their almost utter ignorance concerning 
the production of the fleecy staple.from 
the time the seeds are put in the ground 
until it is valed and ready for market. 
many of them being unable to tell when 
it first appears whether the bloom is 
white or red. 

I sald that the recent rise,came too 
late. I mean by this that the bulk of the 
crop had passed out of the hands of the 
hard-han®ed men whose sweat and toil 
had produced it. Of course, large plant- 
ers who were able to hold, and did hold 
their cotton, have reaped some benefits; 
but the speculators and warehousemen, 
who, by false estimates and the employ- 
ment of unrighteous methods to bear the 
market, have filched from the small 
farmer a handsome profit, which ought 
to have gone to him to enable him to 
better care for his family and make an- 
other crop. One of the false predictions 
of the ‘‘numerous’ agents of the very 
“tew’’ large cotton exporters promulgat- 
ed the ridiculous report that a large “top 
crop’ was assured. 

Allow me to say here and now, for the 
future guidance of the farmers of the 
cotton producing section of our country, 
that there never have, and I feel sure 
never will be, two distinct cotton crops 
grown and matured upon the same stalk 
in a semi-tropical climate in one year. 
There may have been a few “top-crop” 
prophets who honestly believed what they 


prophesied, but the great majority, 
of them were pliant tools in the 
hands of exporters who had _ sold 


the crop for less than its real value, and 
their sole object was to defer deliveries 
and hold the spinner out of the market 
until the farmers ‘were compelled to sell 
at sacrificial prices. 

Mr. J. P. Wilson, of Texas, so fully ex- 
presses my views along this line that I 
here copy a part of a recent letter writ- 
ten by that gentleman. He says: 

“The same people who made millions 
by misrepresentations two years ago are 
resorting to the same methods now.. With 
a maximum crop of 10,000,000 bales Ameri- 
can and a minimum demand of 11,000,000 
bales we confidently expect to see the 
cotton spinners go up against a hard 
proposition when the crop shall have 
been brought in by the large cotton con- 
cerns. It will be a repetition of two years 
ago, wheg li cents a pound was paid for 
gulf cotton in the Liverpool market by 
Manchester spinners, when cotton had 
been promised them at 7 cents a pound 
landed. That 12,000,000 bale crop fell down 
to 8,900,000: bales—6500,000 bales of the 1899 
crop having been old cotton brought out

overestimating the crop 3,100,000 bales, 
rroves the unreliability of that institu- 
tion. In the great contest for commercial 
supremacy in the expanding textile mar- 
kets of the Far Bast, entering through 
the open door of the Orient, the cotton 
spinners of the south will win the race. 
Selecting the best grade of cotton in the 
early part of the season they will pro- 
duce the best goods. European spinners 
in adopting a hand-to-mouth policy must 
of necessity spin the low grade cotton 
and produce shoddy goods, thereby forfeif- 
ing an established trade with the most 
populous regions of the earth.’ 

From information which has come to 
me from various sources the outlook for 
the future is, indeed, gloomy. The scar- 
city of corn, tHe demoralized state of la- 
bor and the average low price of cotton 
this fall make it very difficult to grow 
another crop. Not only, in my judgment, 
will the acreage be décreased 25 per cent, 
but guano in the same ratio and the dis- 
appointingly and unnecessarily low price 
this fall is the keen-edged weapon which 
has inflicted a mortal wound on the fa- 
mous proverbial goose that laid the 
golden egg. 

My advice to those farmers who have 
not yet sold their cotton is to hold it, 
for my honest conviction is that it. will 
go to 10 cents. I am not chargeable with 
pessimism; on the contrary, I am inclined 
to look on the bright side of things; but 
after a careful study of: present su:- 
roundings I here and now predict for the 
year 1908 the greatest cotton famine the 
country has ae pote ea.

named Frances Kepplar went to New 
York to go on the stage. She was such 


‘@ quiet little thing, with such a serious 


face that the managers were .surprised 
when she danced across the stage like a 
bit of thistledown. They were more sur- 
prised when her mamma told them that 
Frances had never been trained for the 
stage, but had simply been dancing ever 
since, whether playing at home or on her 
way to school. Indeed, it had been very 
hard for her teachers to keep her quiet 
during school hours.

With this 
goes an opera cloak of yellow velvet, 
trimmed with swansdown. 

On thejr return from the theater, Fran- 
ces must have her hair braided so it will 
be wavy next day, so Henrietta goes 
through the same proceeding. For this 
purpose she wears a kimono in a wee 
Persian pattern, fficed with plain blue. 
Her night gown is trimmed with embroid- 
ery, run with blue ribbon, as all her un- 
derwear is. And think of it, with her 
best dresses, Henrietta wears a trim bus- 
tle, stuffed with white hair, so the skirts 
will stand out nicely. 

Being a very fine lady, Henrietta has 
her personal toilet articles, including a 
Silver-backed mirror, brush and comb,’ 
powder box and puff, sponge, scissors, 
nail file, . soap, perftime, tape-measure 
and pin cushion. Her handkerchiefs are 
edged with narrow lace, and she has 
stick pins, jeweled brooches and bracelets 
that would fit a fairy.

Surely not the critics, for these, 
In the true sense, do not exist in the 
United States, and we have not yet come 
to depend upon England for guidance in 
these matters. Surely not the publishers, 
for they are rarely to be trusted and 
their interests lie too much in financial 
Tather than in philanthropic ends. Surely 
HOt the bookseller, for he is too closely 
allied with the publishers. So of all the 
Signs—display advertising, huge stocks 
in store Windows, favorable reviews or 
critical opinions, we must beware. And 
%f just such general iconoclasm as the 
foregoing, beware, for the exceptions are 
Meo many to prove rules and the public 
too large to be directed as to the books 
nd authors which they shall choose. 
Gossip about beoks and authors is 
Popular only because it appeals persu4a- 
sively to prospective readers. It is rea- 
SOMable to suppose that information 
about an author's personality, methods 
Of Work and manner of living is interest- 
ing, because books, nowadays, at least, 
treat of the personal element and an auy- 
thor’s individuality is expressed in what 
he Writes. The truth of the statement is

The great 
nature lover accepted the proposal with 
much enthusiasm and for several months 
he has been engaged in the work of com- 
piling in a single volume the _ nature 
peems which he himself preferred. x 4 
book, under the title of “Songs of Nz 
ture,”’ has just been pubiished, and, alto- 
gether, it is as pleasing a volume of 
poems as has been issued this year. Mr. 
Burroughs has explained in the preface 
his method of editing, and incidentally 
some sane ideas about poetry. 

‘In such matters,’”’ he says, “it all 
comes back after all to one’s likes and 
dislikes. His own individual taste and 
judgment clarified and disciplined by 
wide reading and reflection, are his only 
guides. This collection,’’ he goes on, 
“represents on the whole my judgment 
of the best Nature poems at my disposal 
in the language. I am surprised at the 
amount of the so-called Nature poetry 
that has been added to the English lit- 
erature during the past fifty years, but I 
find only a little of it of permanent 
worth. I have not knowingly admitted 
any poem that veas not true to my own 
observations of Nature. Thus a poem 
that shows the swallow perched upon 
the barn in October I could not accept. 
because the swallow leaves us in August; 
or a poem that makes the chestnut bloom 
with the lilac—an instance I came across 
in my reading—would be ruled out on like 
grounds; or when I find poppies blooming 
in the corn in an American poem, as I 
several times have done, I pass by on 
the other side. Lowell is not quite true 
to the facts when in one of his poems 
he makes the male oriole assist at the 
nest building. The fanciful and alle- 
gorical treatment of Nature is for the 
most part distasteful to me. I do not 
want a mere rhymed description of an 
object or a scene. I want it mirrored 
in the heart and life of the poet; true 
to the reality without and the emotion 
within. The one thing that makes a 
poem, anyway, is emotion—the emotion 
of love, of beauty, of sublimity, and 
these emotions playing about the real- 
ity result in the true Nature poetry as 
in Wordsworth, Emerson and Bryant. 
The poet is not so much to paint Nature 
as he is to recreate her. 


Of the parodies on the Persian phil- 
osopher, none is more enjoyable than 
the Golfer's Rubaiyat. Through seventy- 
nine links the reader is conducted over 
the céurse. One of the best verses reads: 


“Indeed, indeed Repentance oft before 

I swore—but it was Winter when I swore, 

And then and then came Spring and 
Club-in-Hand 

I hastened forth for one Round—one 
Round more.” 


Mary Hartwell Catherwood, it is said, 
once consulted a palmist, none other 
than Cheiro, who told her she was destin- 
ed to write a great.romance. The public 
is left to decide whether. her novel,

time who is to decide whether this kind 
of a literary note is an advertisement of 
the novelist or of the palmist? 


Apropos of the division of opinion re- 
garding serialization—whether it is a help 
or a hindrance to book sales—the state- 
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ment of the editor of one of the leading 
monthly magazines as to the value of se- 
rials in making circulation is very inter- 
esting. 

“In ten days, the first ten days of the 
month in which we started a notable se- 
rial, 40,000 nhew subscribers began taking 
our magazine, and, by the 25th of the 
same month, 100,000 had come in. So fer 
as we could judge we attributed the 
larger part of our increase directly to the 
serial which we were then beginning. 
It is said that Conan Doyle's new Sher- 
Icck Holmes series added 40,000 sub- 
scribers to the English magazine which 
is now publishing the matter. Early next 
year one of the newer magazines will be- 
gin a serial publication of Joel Chandler 
Harris’ novel, a tale of the reconstruction 
period, and the publishers frankly state 
their belief that the story will bring them 
in thousands of regular subscribers which 
they could not reach in any other man- 
ner. Authors themselves, as has been 
noted, are prone to look upon serial 
rights as s. sure means of support and 
returns from book sales as luxurious 
profits. Not every novel is suitable for 
serial purposes and not every serial is 
worthy of book covers, but, more and 
more, the author whose business _in- 
stincts have been dcveloped is writirg 
the kind of a tale which will reap reward 
{from both sources,

Road That Has No Curves. 

St. James Budget: The Khartoum line 
leaves Wadi Halfa and gocs in a south- 
westerly direction through the Nubian 
desert to Abu Hamed, which is 230 miles 
from Wadi Halfa. The whcle of this part 
of the country is a flat, sandy desert, oc- 
casionally a few hills are seen, but seldom 
exceed 300 feet in height, and most of 
them are only from 80 feet to 100 feet 
above the surrounding country. Some 
‘dea of the extradordinary flatness of the 
country, says Engineering, mey be gath- 
ered from the fact that it was possible 
to lay a piece of line 45 miles long with- 
out a single curve in it, and without any 
cuttings or embankments worthy of the 
name. It very rerely rains at all in this 
part of the desart, and when it does very 
little seems to fal] at a time. There are 
no streams or surface water of any sort. 
Water wes found in two places hetween 
Wadi Halfa sand Abu Hamed by striking 
wells; one place was 77. miles from Wadi 
Halfa and the other was 126 miles from 
Halfa. ‘Vater was fcund at the former 
rlace at a depth of 72 feet and at the 
latter place at a depth of 96 feet. Severa} 
other places have been tried, but so far 
no water has been found.

Joe Harris had a children’s story in 
The Sunny South, and the story had a 
picture—upon that picture hangs a tale. 

To start with, I wish to have the reader 
fix in mind all that section of Atlanta 
including Marietta, Whitehall, Decatu? 
and Alabama from Broad eascwara, 
which about covered the ousiness portion 
of the city up to and during the war. 

After you have fixed this fine section in 
your mind and feasted on the view cf 
the fine business houses and the bustle 
of trade, then I wish you to follow me 
and imagine the condition of things in 
this portion of the city just at the close 
of the war, when Sherman had left 
everything ruined and in ashes. 

if you could have stood on what is now 
the Whitehall viaduct, you would have 
had a clear view to all points of the 
compass from that eminence. Looking a 
little north of east from there, you would

—then a small wooden building—was all 
there was of Atlanta in that direction. 
You could have turned then toward 
Decatur street, out Peachtree and White- 
hall, taking in Marietta, and the only 
houseséthat would have struck your view

All this scope was a field of ruin. Jags 
of brick buildings towered here and there, 
and dangerous they were, and kept up a 
rumble by now and then giving way and 
crushing amid the common ruin, Streets 
were filled with brick and rubbish, the 
cellars had been filled by the tumbling 
walls—this was Atlania then. 

Now for my story, as suggested by the 
picture of the little boy and cats in Mr. 
Harris’ work in The Sunny South. 

Me and Brown were hustling—we had to 
hustle, everybody had to hustle. We had 
walked all the way from Jonesboro along 
what is now the Central railroad track. 
it was a sight and a wonder to view the 
destruction everywhere. l wondered 
then and I wonder now hqw Sherman's 
soldiers twisted railroad bars in the curi- 
ous shapes they did. Telegraph poles and 
trees had railroad bars twisted around. 
them just as if they had been vines and 
grew that way—these bars were bent and 
twisted in more shapes than any of the 
young generation could ever imagine. 

The sun was perhaps two hours high 
when we arrived to about where The 
Constitution building now stands. There 
were some people living down in an old 
box car that had been tumbled off the 
track and rolled down across a ditch in 
the ‘‘V’’ south of the state shop. Brown 
made the acquaintance of some of these 
folks while I rested under some bushes 
then standing. Two of them came with 
him to where I was, and they gave us a 
piece of meat skin about as large as one 
hand. They then pointed west to the 
left of the state shops and told us of a 
pine that was there, and left us to root 
hog or die. 

After some little talk, me and Brown 
decided that we were upon water, and 
that what we needed most was something 
to eat, as we had had nothing then for 
thirty-six hours. Brown wanted to eat 


the meat skin raw, and we did try, but it | 


was no good—too tough. 

Not to be outdone, we sauntered toward 
Alabama street and climbed over rubbish 
and so on till we arrived past Whitehall 
some hundred or two feet, and there we 
Struck fire suited to broil our skin, and 
proceeded at once to do s@ 

When our skin struck the fire there 
came an odor that was terrible for a 
Starving man, and it was terrible for 
Starving cats also. 

As the meat skin broiled here came the 
cats. 

They came singly at first, then in twos 
and threes and dozens, till at last they 
came by hundreds and thousands. 

They came from every direction, and it 
was a wonder to us that so many could 
have escaped the fire and destruction of 
Sherman. 

We moved quickly—we had to move. 
We got up on a piece of brick wall then 
standing aud prepared to defend our- 
selves while we ate the skin. 

We never did eat that skin. Brown, 
in striking at the cats, dropped the mat, 
and such a sight and such a scramble 
of cats I never saw before and hope to 
never see again. There is no use for me 
to tell just how it was—no one now living 
and brought up in prosperity would be- 
lieve the tale. 

I have not space to tell my full story as 
it was brought back to me as I read 
Bruffey in The Constitution. 

The hidden gold brought to my mind 
many remembrances of hidden treasures 
during the war. 

The one that I would like to tell about, 
if space allowed, would seem as strange 
as that of Bruffey. Briefly, an old gen- 
tleman of those days, Bright was his 
name, took an old negro of his in confi- 
dence and together they proceeded to 
hide the gold so that the soldiers would 
not find the same. 

They first secured a lot of small gourds, 
and in these they placed the gold. Then 
with an ax they proceeded to the river 
bottom, hunted out hollow trees and 
placed a gourd in each hollow, making 
a dim mark with the ax on each tree. 

When the yankees did come, old man 
Bright mounted a horse to refugee and 
follow his family to where they had al- 
ready been sent. In crossing a creck

Of $238,960. | 


Everyday Bulgaria. 

Chicago Record-Herald: Bulgaria is 
about as big as Pennsylvania, has a sim- 
ilar shape, and reminds one very much 
6f that state, because of the resemblance 
in topography and other physical feat- 
ures. The forests and the rivers water- 
ing rich valleys, the mountain ranges, 
the rocky ledges and the landscape gen- 
erally is very much like the Quaker 
State. The population is about 30 per 
cent less. 

The Danube river form the northern 
boundary of Bulgaria, and much of the 
produse of the state goes out, and much 
of its Imported merchandise comes in 
upon the enormogs barges towed in 
strings from Budapest and from Vienna. 
Austria monopolizes the trade in manu- 
factured merchandise, 

During the Summer season the passen- 
ger steamers on the Danube offer a very 
pleasant voyage through Hungary, Ser- 
via, Bulgaria and Rdéumania to the Black 
sea, ‘but at this season of the year the 
water is low, fogs are frequent “nd the 
air is too cool to sit on the deck, hence a 
trip by train fs more agreeable. You can 
zo irom Vienna to Sofia by rail in twenty- 
four hours in comfortable sleeping cars 
and good* dining cars, in which table 
d’hote meals are served at city prices, 
but the fares are very high. 

The Oriernf express, which is the great 
railway train of Europe, and runs from 
Calais and Ostend through Germany and 
France to Constantinople three times «a 
week, is a pretentious humbug when 
judged by American standards: The dis- 
tance between Vienna and Sofia is about 
the same as between Philadelphia and 
Pittsburg, but ff takes twice as long to 
make the journey, and the fare is about 
four times as much. The extra fare, or 
supplement, as they call it, demanded for 
the privilege of riding upon this famous 
train is # francs between those two 
cities, or $8.40, which is about full fare 
between Philadelphia and Pittsburg, and

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“admiral Dewey’s Vindication of 
Schley. 

The finding of the Schley court of 
inquiry is practically a vindication, so 
far as the public is concerned. 

First and foremost, because George 
Dewey approves all that Sehley did, 
and gives him all praise -for the de- 
Struction of the Spanish fleet. 

Benham and Ramsay, so ready to 
find fault and crificise in minor mat- 
ters, are grudgingly brief on the main 
point—the action at Santiago. But 
even as to that they are forced to say 
Schley’s conduct was “self-possessed,” 
and that he “encouraged in his own 
person his subordinate officers and 
men to fight courageously.” 

It must ve remembered that this 
controversy arose from the charge 
that Schley was a coward and that he 
did not want to fight: that he wanted 
to run away, and that all he needed 
was a chance. The loop of the Brook- 
lyn was attributed to his desire to get 
away from Cervera. This was the 
sort of stuff an alleged historian had 
written to be taught the naval cadets 
in Annapolis, and he asserts that it 
was read in proof by men in high 
position and either actually or tacitly 
approved by them. The charge of 
cowardice was the main charge, and 
on that Schley stands acquitted by 
both majority and minority opinions. 
Admiral Dewey says Schley moved 
with all possible dispatch, that the 
blockade of Santiago» was effective, 
and he adds: 
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Commoddore Schley was the sen- 
ior officer of our squadron off San- 
tiago when the Spanish squadron 
attempted to escape on the morning 
of July 3, 1898. He was in absolute 
command and is entitled to the 
credit due to such commanding 
Officer for the _ glorious victory 
which resulted in the total de- 
struction of the Spanish ships. 
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The ‘man who wrote that sank a 
fleet at Manila and his name will live 
in history as long as the American 
navy fifes the Stars and Stripes. His 
opinion is that of one who knows, and 
his commendation is to be valued as 
an everlasting decoration. Vindica- 
tion from Dewey leaves Schley in a 


better position than for him to have- 


been commended by vhe other two of: 
ficers of the court, and condemned by 
Dewey. 


Schley went into this investigation 
handicapped from the first by the in- 
tense antagonism of the navy depart- 
ment. His vindication would havo 
meant the condemnation of the pres- 
ent administraflon of that department. 
This was known by none better than 
by the department itself, which had 
the naming of the judges who were to 
conduct the investigation. The Con- 
stitution makes no charge against Ac- 
mirals Benham and Ramsay further 
than to express the emphatic opinion 
that the navy department knew just 
what to expect from them when they 
were appointed members of the board. 
The department knew that its condu:t 

- &8 well as Schley’s was under investi- 
gation, and it had the advantage of 
Schley in the naming of the judges. 
As the conspicuous head of the navy 
department Dewey could not, of 
course, be ignored. There was no al- 
= ternative but to appoint him. After 
that, it seems there was no expedient 
eo. left the department but to copper his 
decision, and this was done on a two- 


to-one shot.

Admitting 
that Schley was slow in getting to 
Santiago; that he did not do some 
things that he ought to have done, 
and that he did do some things that 
he ought not to have done—it is in- 
credible that after the momentous 
work at Santiago he could have been 
so hounded by the navy claquers. 

If one Spaniard had gotten away, 
or if one American ship had been lost, 
it would have been different. But in 
the face of that victory the treatment 
Schley has received is without paral- 
lel in our history and is a blot’on the 
navy department. ve 
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The Wise Way Out. 

A community, equally with an indi- 
vidual, may pay too dear for its whis- 
tle. No argument is needed to enforce 
this truth in the face of Atlanta’s 
present relations with her public util- 
ities corporations. When we were 
eager to acquire the benefits of rapic 
transit over our streets-and the luxu- 
ries of electric lights and power, we 
refused to drive hard bargains with 
those who were equally eager to ac- 
commodate us with these ancillaries 
of civilization. The reciprocity princi- 
ple was really overstrained by the peo- 
ple in making those contracts and the 
people have suffered already suffi- 
ciently for that generosity. 

Now the issue of equity must he 
dealt with. The corporations have 
had ample time in which to build up 
great and profitable properties through 
our leniency and by the use of public 
prerogatives. 

The people made but few and light 
demands of them while they were per- 
fecting their present splendid profit- 
taking machinery. But now that they 
are safely past the period of experi- 
ment and initial exploitation and are 
the owners of franchises and properti¢es 
that are as safely profitable for the 
future as human skill and public ne- 
cessity can make them, the people de- 
mand a fair share of those profits. 

It is fatuously strange that the man- 
agers of those enterprises insist upon 
fighting off the city’s claims in that 
behalf. They know that they owe the 
public funds far more than they have 
been paying, or than they have tenta- 
tively offered. TO think otherwise of 
them is to discredit their common 
sense and business acumen. Yet thev 
are higgling over the matter like a 
syndicate of horse traders and sstir- 
ring the public sense of righteousness 
to a white heat of indignation. They 
are provoking a storm that would bode 
them no good. 

The actual cash which has beén in- 
vested in the street railways of the 
city is easily ascertainable. The op- 
erating expenses and fixed charges for 
all legitimate purpeses are calculable 
from known data. The gross receipts 
and the logical net profits are fairly 
possible of estimation. No amount of 
juggling with figures or lachrymose 
pleas of oppression can‘obscure the 
facts.. And it is on the basis of these 


of Atlanta insist upon the payment by 
the public utilities corporations of the 
revenues justly due from them. 

The people intend to have their 
dues. Nothing can be done by councils, 
or by the corporations, that can per- 
petually estop the righteous purpose 
of the citizen of Me municipality. The 
delays enforced against them by. cun- 
ning or litigation will only add fuel to 
fire of their determination. The wise 
and the peaceable course is for the 
corporations to come to terms while 
the people are in the way to be toler- 
ant and liberal. Otherwise they can- 
not too soon prepare for fierce cam- 
paigns, costly fighting and final capit- 
ulation without quarter.

The Interstate Bond Case. 

Some months ago one of The Con- 
stitution’s correspondents fully ex- 
posed the plans of the North American 
Trust Company, of New York, as trus- 
tee for the holders of certain fraudu- 
lent issues of southern state bonds, to 
enforce their payment through tke 
medium of the United States courts. 
As then predicted, a case to that end 
has been brought. Certain bonds of 
the state of North Carolina have been 
“donated” to the state of South Da- 
kota and that state has entered suit 
in her own name against the state of 
North Carolina for the principal and 
interest past due of said matured 
bonds. 

So far the proceedings have been 
regularly taken under the provisions 
of the eleventh amendment to the con- 
stitution of the United States. Espe- 
cial care has been observed to avoid 
all conditions in the litigation that 
would bring the case within past deci- 
gions of the supreme court of the 
United States. The presumption goes 
that this case will reach that tribunal 
and be finally decided by it. 

That court has heretofore decided 
that one state suing another upon 
such evidences of debt must not an- 
pear as a mere substitute, or proxy 
holder, but that it must be the abso- 
lute owner of the bonds, for a legai 
consideration, and must show itself 
innocent of having possessed itself of 
such debts with notice of their fraud- 
ukent character. Can the authorities 
of the state of South Dakota make 
such a clean showing? If not, how can 
it stand in the litigation? 

It must be remembered that South 
Dakota was at the time of the issu- 
ance of these bonds and until after 
their repudiation with notice to all 
the world an unsegregated part of the 
territory of Dakota. That territory 
was divided in 1889 by the enabling

separate states. It will be incumbent, 
therefore, for South Dakota to show 
how these bonds of North Carolina be- 
came a part of her commonwealth as- 
sets, and when, and why sh@ did not 
then know that they were outlawed by 
the solemn act of the. state by which 
they purported to have been issued? 

It is an incredible thing to think 
that the august supreme court of the 
United States will entertain a case of 
this character seriously. To hold 
North Carolina, or any other state, lia- 
ble upon such manifestly fraudulent 
and formally repudiated obligations, 
would be to put an immense and al- 
most irresistible premium upon legis- 
lative looting in every state of the 
union. A corruptible iegislature and 
executive could bankrupt any co1n- 
monwealth at their pleasure, or that 
of the rascals able to purchase them. 

Evidently there is a grand game of 
bluff somewhere back of this belated 
proceeding. 


Who Controls the Viaduct? 

Atlanta has been laboring under the 
impression that she had a fifty-thou- 
sand-dollar asset in the viaduct when- 
ever another street car company de- 
cided to use that bridge. It was ex- 
pressly stated in the contract with the 
company now using the viaduct that 
it could not be used by a rival * 
a less sum. One of the attorneys, 
speaking before the council commit- 
tee, says this is not true, as follows: 


Now, if the Rapid Transit Company 
should buy out every car of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company and run 
them over the viaduct you would not 
have the right to collect one cent. 


It is hard to believe one’s own ears 
these days. When the viaduct was 
planned there were two street car 
companies in Atlanta and it was as- 
sumed that in time both would use 
the viaduct, the Railway and Power 
Company paying at least as much as 
the Rapid Transit has paid. To be 
told now that the Rapid Transit can 
run the other company’s cars over the 
viaduct is an eye-opener. If it is true, 
it means that Atlanta is out $50,000. 

But we differ with the able young 
lawyer who made the _ statement. 
Startling as his words were, they are 
chiefly important ase showing how the 
winds have shifted and how the good 
ship “Competition” has tacked and 
is sailing in a new direction. More 
and more does it appear that the city 
council should proceed with caution. 
With the Peters street line and via- 
duct a “corpse,” and with the city’s 
right to collect an additional $50,000 
for the use of the viaduct when it is 
crossed by the Railway and Power 
Company cars openly disputed, it is 
time to ascertain just where we stand.

The 
safe way to trade is to trade with re- 
liable, well-known firms and let self- 
evident swindles alone.

The total annual value of our agricul- 
tural products exported to Germany is 
$134,000,000. That exceeds in value our 
agricultural exports to any other coun- 
try except the United Kingdom, ¢o which 
we export over three times as much. 

By items these are Germany’s principal 
yearly purchases of American farm 
products: Breadstuffs, $32,000,000; cotton, 
$64,000,000; meats, $20,000,000; tobacco, $5,- 
000,000; oll cake and oil-cake meal, $4,000,- 
000; fruits and nuts, $2,000,000.

LATE IRISH POTATOES. 
| HE CONSTITUTION, in the in- 
terest of the farmers and to help 

develop the south’s resources, em- 
ployed the writer to investigate a new 
potato last February. This potato, 
known as the Lookout Mountain, was 
new in that its merits had not then been 
brought to the notice of the general pub- 
lic. The attention of The Constitution 
was called to the matter by Mr. J. J. 
Maddox, of Atlanta, who hadgobserved 
in the course of his business that a fdr- 
mer named H. J. Dunton, of Smyrna, 
Ga., had a fine late Irish potate which he 
had grown successfully for a number of 
years, He was enabled to keep this po- 
tato through the winter and sell it in the 
spring at a good price. Mr. Maddox ar- 
gued most naturally that if one farmer 
could grow these potatoes successfully, 
others could do likewise and that the 
enormous sums of money annually sent 
north for this vegetable could be kept 
here at home. 

The Constitution acted promptly on Mr. 
Maddox’s suggestion and the result was 
the article on this subject published in 
the Sunday edition of February 24 and 
The Weekly Constitution of February 
25 of this year. 

I was so impressed with the great 
value of this potato that I made Mr. 
Dunton promise to save me a few bush- 
els ot the geed, as I wished to try them 
myself. The potatoes were shipped me 
in March and arrived in good condition. 
I can attest to this point because my 
wife had several of them cooked for din- 
ner before I could stop her, and they 
were certainly fine. 

Well, we spread the potatoes out on 
wide shelves in the cellar and when we 
cut them to plant the 20th of July only 
one decayed potato was found in the jot. 
They-had ‘kept eight months in: perfect 
condition with the exception of being 
slightly wilted, 

We cut most of them to one eye be- 
cause we wanted to make our seed go as 
far as possible, and we planted them in 
$-foot rows, dropping the pieces‘2 feet 
apart in the row. 1 will mention here 
that the pieces after being cut were 
spread out in the house a day or so be- 
fcre being planted. We planted them on 
a piece of rich sandy bottom land and 
fertilized them with 800 pounds per acre 
or a fertilizer analyzing 10 per cent phos- 
phoric acid and 4 per cent potash. No 
ammonia was used because the land was 
naturally quite rich and nitrification is 
very active during hot weather. 

The weather was dry at this time and 
we ran out our rows very deeply so as to 
get the seed into damp ground. After 
dropping the seed they were covered 
about 2 inches deep. The fer- 
tilizer was then applied over the row 
and covered with two good furrows. Un- 
fortunately the weather turned very wet 
the first of August before our potatoes 
had time to come up, and continued so 
during the entire south, last August 
being a record-breaker for rain. 

Well, for this reason much of our seed 
rotted in the ground and we obfained 
less than half a stahd of potatgqes. It will 
therefore be impossible to tell what the 
potato will yield By what our patch turns 
out. 1 wish, howeven, to call your atten- 
tion to the accompanying illusttation, 
which will give you some idea of what 
the potato will do. This naturally is one 
of the best hills in our patch, but we 
have a’ great many just as good. With a 
perfect stand, with hills like this one, we 
would have a yield‘ of over 500 bushels 
per acre. You will observe that there are 
ten large potatoes on this one vine, po- 
tatoes which average nearly % pound 
each. The ten when picked from the 
vine weighe® 4% pounds. With rows 3 
feet apart and hills 2 feet in the row 
there would be 6,968 hills to the acre, 
which at 4% pounds of potatoes each, 
gives us 31,356 pounds of potatoes to the 
acre. Dividing this by 60—the number of 
pounds of potatoes to the bushel—we 
have the enormous yield of 3224 bushcls 


of potatoes to the acre, a yield entirely 


possible of production on properly pre- 
pared land where the conditions are 
right. 
The many and great advantages df the 
late Irish potato crpp south can hardly 
be over estimated. In the first place po- 
tatoes dug in November will keep per- 
fectly all winter in barrels or boxes in a 
closed house. The temperature may go 
down to freezing, but if the barrels are 
covered there will be little if any danger 
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of injury. In fact, Irish potatoes need 
to be kept cool. We have kept them per 
fectly piled up under a shed and covered 
with only 1 foot of pine straw. 

This wonderful keeping quality of the 
late Irish potato enables the grower te 
market them to advantage. There fg at 
least six months in which to dispose of 
the crop, and the grower can. watch the 
market and place them when the price {s 
good. Another advantage of this cropis 
that our southern home market through- 
out the winter is the best in the country | | 
for Irish potatoes.

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THE FEATS PERFORMED 
“A STORAGE BATTERY 


BY 


Cambridge, Mass. December 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Experiments recently undertaken 
by Mr. Edwin P. Adams in the Jefferson 
Physical Laboratory at Harvard haye 
again shown the value of the big storage 
battery of 20,000 cells, familiar to scient- 
ists in connection with the spectroscopic 
work of the laboratory and to the gener- 
al public for the use to which it was 
put in the early days of the X-ray. Not 
only were the first X-ray pictures in this 
country secured at the Jefferson labora- 
tory but the same battery was used 
to obtain the first X-ray photographs 
produced anywhere by direct electrical 
current. An electromotive force of 10,- 
000 volts of electricity was then required 
—or about five times as much as is neces- 
sary for electrocuting a criminal and yet 
only a tiny fraction of the total power of 
the machine. ‘ 

Mr. Adams’ experiments are a contin- 
uation of work begun some twenty-five 
years ago by Professor Rowland of Johns 
Hopkins University. ‘The aim has been 
to find the magnetic effects due to “‘mov- 
ing charges’’—the magnetic influence, 
that is to say, of a body charged with 
electricity and subjected to rapid mo- 
tion, the apparatus being so arranged as 
to eliminate any effect that the charged 
body would naturally exert when station- 
ary and to make its motion wholly 
responsible for the resulting electrical 
conditions. The solution of the question 
is of importance in the new electro- 
chemical theories that underlie the pro- 
cesses by which electricity is now utilized 
in producing various commercial com- 
pounds—such, for example, as ‘caustic 
potash for bleaching. Professor Row- 
land was able to show that the moving 
charge did produce certain magnetic ef- 
fects, and later experiments, especially 
by Professor W. C. Roentgen, the dis- 
coverer of the X-ray, and now by Mr. 
Adams at Harvard, have strikingly con- 
firmed this conclusion. 

Mr. Adams‘ experiments were conduct- 
ed .on a larger scale than ever before, 
and differed from those of his predeces- 
sors in that revolvirge spheres were sub-. 
stituted for the rotating discs previously 
used. while the bir battery supplied a 
greater and more uniform current for 
charging the apparatus. Two sets of 
sixteen spheres each were employed—one 
set charged with positive, the other with 
negative electricity, and revolving in ex- 
act coincidence with each other, sphere 
for sphere, in order that no portion of 
the electricity with which each set was 
charged should be given off inductively 
and so complicate the experiment. The 
rate of revdlution was about 3 miles a 
minute, and the magnetic results were 
recorded by the needle of a magneto- 
meter. The magnetometer was protected 
from the wind caused by the revolving 
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spheres—each of which was 1 foot in di- 
ameter—as well as from’ the natyral 
Magnetism of the earth, by a series of 
ingenious contrivances; and all observa- 


morning to avoid the magnetic disturb- 
ances caused by the electric cars travers- 
ing Cambridge. A four horsepower mo- 
tor drove the spheres and two. wires 
Jedtiing. like a little telegraph system, 
from the basement of the laboratory, 
where the apparatus was erected, to the 
big storage battery in the top of the 
building, were used in charging them. 


Popularly speaking, however. the big 
battery is the most interesting feature in 
this as in other experiments. Aside from 
its regular daily use in producing elec- 
trical sparks of various sizes and under 
various conditions for ‘spectroscopic 
analysis, it has played an important part 
in many interesting investigations: and 
its tremenGous electromotive force—its 
total power of about 6,000,000 volts being 
greater than that of any other laboratory 
battery in the country and probably in 
the world—has enabled scientists to de- 
cide more than one important electrical 
question. Air, for example, undér ordi- 
nary pressure, had been always consid- 
ered a poor conductor of electricity, and 
the magnitude of a lightning flash was 
believed therefore to depend absolutely 
on the rarity of the air in the higher 
altitudes where the lightning occurs. But 
the big battery has shown that this is 
not altogether true—as indeed had been 
partly shown by Lord Kelvin, whose 
better known discoveries in eleetricity 
made possible the Atlantic cable, in a se- 
ries of experiments made with a far less 
powerful current. 
fessor Trowbridge, working with the Har- 
vard battery, has carried the matter 
much farther, showing that up to 1,500,000 
volts the length of the discharge in air 
appears to be closely proportional to the 
electromotive force that occasions it, but 
when this point is exceeded the length 
of the spark no longer increases. in like 
proportion. For instance, an electromo- 
tive force of about 3,000,000 volts produces 
a spark nearly 7 feet long when theo- 
retically a spark of at least 10 feet should 
be expected, and a still higher voltage 
fails to exceed this length. 

The reason for this fact—which, it will 
be noted, definitely limits the length of 
any spark possible in a laboratory—ap- 
pears instantly when the battery is oper- 
ated in the dark. Not only does the cur- 
rent of electricity flash from one termi- 
nal gphere to the other, an exact repro- 
duction of lightning without the thunder, 
but from both terminals and from the 
row of conducting plates there is a simul- 
tareous brush discharge, so-called, close- 
ly resembling the effect of “heat light- 
ning’’ except that it is violet in color, 
The high electromotive force of the hat- 
tery has, apparently, broken down the 
resistance of the air—a result similar to 
that of a diminished air pressure. The 
main discharge of electricity that would 
have otherwise passed between the ter- 
minals is thus attracted to the floor and 
walls of the laboratory, and the leneth 
cf the spark between the terminals is per- 
manently limited. If, as has been said 
before, the apparatus could be elevated 
into the rarified atmosphere in which real 
and where there are 
neither floors nor walls to attract and 
dissipate the discharge, an equal] electro- 
motive force would probably produce a 
very real real and terrifying lightning 


flash which would be proportional to the 


force employed. - 


The power of this great electric battery 
in breaking down the resistance of the 
air has led to other experiments in which 
an electric Spark produced by a powerful 
discharge has been passed through va- 
rious substances. These experiments nat- 
urally suggest the lightning stroke, and 
have led Professor Trowbridge to believe 
that the shattering and disruptive effects 
of lightning are due to the expansion of 
confined air—in the case, for example, of 
an old tree—or to the sudden formation 
of steam due to the fact that the electric 
spark breaks down the resistance of tha 
air and thus turns the moisture in the air 


into stéam instead of overcoming the re-

Coal v. Petroleum. 

Editor Constitution: A dispatch in this (Sat- 
urday) morning’s Constitution, from WNash- 
ville, Tenn., says: 

‘*Knoxville, Tenn., December 13,—Local coa!? 
men who supply textile industries in the Caro- 
linas can offer little encouragement of relief 
from a threatened coal famine. The South- 
ern railway’s order confiscating coal for its 
own use materially reduces the supply and 
the prevailing car famine only adds to the 
troubles. Representatives of two of the larg- 
est companies with offices here stated tonight 
that they were powerless to furnish more than 
one-fourth the cual needed by their Carolira 
customers. If the Pocahoftas field cannot 
make up the deficiency, there must be a partial 
if not complete shut-down’ of many of the 
large plants.’’ 

That the coal situation fs equally serious 
as to Atlanta, 1s to be inf-rred from the above, 
and is borne out by prevailing conditions. A 
few days ago one of the large factories in 
this city was forced to close down from lack 
of coal, and was-relieved only by the loan of 
enough fuel to run on until a further supply 
might be received. Atlanta consumes about 
400,000 tons of coal annually, not counting 
that used by the railroads. Of thie amount, 
250,000 tons are used for steam making, and 
about 150,000 tons are used for domestic pur- 
poses. Now, if the textile industries of North 
and South Carolina are facing a coal short- 
age of 75 per cent, what are Georgia’s man- 
ufacturing industries to expect? If the large 
railroad systems like the Southern already 
have commenced confiscating coal shipped over 
their lines, is it not probable that a coal 
famine in its most serious aspect is in sight? 
And what is the cause of this condition? One 
cause is that the low stage of the rivers which 
float the coal from the northern fields to New 
Orleans has curtailed shipments to the danger 
point. Another cause is that the increased 
demand fur coal for voking, smelting, for blast 
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ground supply to an exceedingly low point. 
Such being the situation, it is evident that 
coal operators will market their output at 
the nearest point of demand, thereby securing 
quick return of empties, and the industrial 
eections at greater distances feel the effects of 
the shortage in fvel supply, atid as a@ conse- 
quence are forced to run on shorter time or 
shut down entirely. 
There is, however, permarent relief from the 
coel situation, and that is through the use of _ ao 
petroleum fuel. There are now (19 gushing ‘ 
ail wells in the Beaumont (Texas) flelds, and 
there is no falling off in the supply of petro- 
leum. It is a reasonable estimate that more 
than $100,000,000 have been invested in those 
oil fields since January |! last, in the way of 
oil lands, leases, wells, machinery, pipe lines, 
settling anc storage tanks, loading racks, tank 
ears, refineries, tank barges, tank steamers, 
pumping plants and the many other accesso- 
ries which naturally go to make up the great- 
est center of petroleum production by twenty 
times that the world ever has seen. There 
is an aggregate of about 10,000,000 barrels 
steel] storage tankage constructed, under con- 
Struction and contracted for at and near 
Spindle Top (4 miles from Beaumont), ‘and 
this tankage costs about 27 cents a barrel 
capacity to build. The Gulf Refining Company 
is building two large refineries, with steel 
storage tankage, at Port Arthur—Beaumont’s 
seaport—with an aggregate capacity of 100,- 
000,000 barrels. One company has contracted 
for the delivery of more than 12,000,000 har- 
rels of crude petroleum fuel for the Southern 
Pacific; Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe; Intern#- 
tional and Great Northern, and Kansas City 
Southern railroads, and if those railroad cor- 
porations were not assured of the permanency 
ef the supply those contracts never would have 
been considered. As a matter of fact, coal 
eannot compete with petroleum for steam- 
making purposes even at an equal cost per 
10,000 heat units. What, then, must be the 
difference when the crude petroleum can be 
laid down at from one-fourth to three-fourthe 
the cost of coal, depending on distance from 
initial point ‘of shipment and freight rate? 
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It would amount to a dividend in many cases

Building Is Simple. 

To see the native life at its best one 
must get out into the edges of the town, 
particularly in Tondo and similar dis- 
tricts, where the poor people live out 
their lives in their nipa cottages or 
shacks. These usually consist of one 
good-sized room, which seems to be the 
living room of the family, and two or 
three little rooms leading off from it. 
They are built several feet above the 
ground, giving the general impression of 
a lot of little houses on stilts. Those I 
saw in process of construction show that 
there are first placed in position four 
heavy bamboo poles, which are to form 
the corners, as it were, of the principal 
room. These are joined at a point 6 or 8 
feet from the ground by smaller bamb.o 
poles which are fo form the frame work 
for the floor. Bamboo costs nothing in 
this country, and the native with his 
knife is able to work wonders from it. 
He may rot know much about Ameriean 
steel construction, but he is able with his 
Split bamboo to construct a cottage which 
gerves all the purposes of a handsome 
residence for him. “he sides are made 
of bamboo. There is no door in front, 
the entrance almost invariably being at 
the side. In the front wall there is 
usually one long window or two extend- 
ing the entire length of the wall. This is 
an aperture not over 2 feet high, and it 
may or may not have a sort of a shutter 
to be let down in case of rain. The flodr 
is of bamboo and the roof of the in- 
evitable nipa. The nipa is a species of 
palm which grows along the shores of the 
Streams and at a distance looks not un- 
like some of the coarser species of fern. 
The leaves of this are taken and split 
into strips, and these in turn are sewn 
together with some sort of fiber that 
holds them very tight. This is done when 
the plant is green. As it dries it draws 
closer together, and with layer after 
layer of this nipa the roof is perfect in 
its ability to keep out the rain. 

These nipa roofs are, by the way, used 
on many of the more pretentious houses. 
They have the advantage of lightness, 
and great power of resistance against 
the wind. Some enterprising Europeans 
unlouded a lot of corrugated iron to be 
used for roofing purposes here in Manila, 
but it has been many times demonstrated 
that. the nipa 1s stronger against the 
wind, a that it is safer in the case of 
an earthquake sho : 
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Manila is one of the 
earth There are no night scenes

I have found the Luneta and I am 
clad. By 5 o'clock in the afternoon every- 
body in Manila who owns a pony ¢car- 
riage or who can hire one drives along 
the road which leads from the bridge of 
Spain along the southern wall 
city toward the bay. Along the heach 
there is a great pleza which has 
laid out with a very broad elliptieat 
yery much on the general pian of 
track. The space inside the driveswav is 
sodded and divided by walks and at either 
end there ts a band stand. Leading from 
this along the beach north io the Pasig 
is a bpautiful avenue lined with palms 
called Malacon drive. At the other end 
of this drive rizht by the river there is an 
old statue to Legaspi, the Spaniard who 
played such an important part in tne 
early settlement of these islands. The 
Malacon is perhaps three-quarters of a 
mile long and is ¢ onsidercd 
Luneta, though th: wouneta p 
circular driveway on ce open beach. 

On the Luneta. 

Every night one of the military bands 
plays on the Luneta and society is out 
to see and to be seen. The show begins, 
as I have said, about 5 o'clock, but it is 
not till about an hour Jater when the sun 
sinking back of the mountains across 
the bay furnishes one of those brilliant 
sunset scenes for which Manila is justly 
famous that the picture reaches its high- 
est perfection. Then there is an end- 
less stream of pony carriages driving 
round and round the Luneta drive. then 
up Malacon and back again. Going up 
Malacon, you have the beach with the 
surf breaking gently within a few fect of 
you on the left, while on the right there 
rise the quaint walls and turrets and 
towers of the old walled city. From 
one of the gates there comes a proces- 
sion of Filipino youths in the gowns of 
students at some one of the big church 
schools, one priest or two or three being 
in charge of them. There is a broad 
sidewalk leading the entire distance and 
this is crowded with people who are 
taking in the beauties of the scene. 

Smart American officers and smarter 
American women are whirled .by. the 
ponies to each carriage seeming to exert 
themselves in making the best show pos- 
sible. Haughty Spanish beauties—and 
they do look haughty always—are there 
with their chaperons. The families of 
rich Filipinos in handsome private car- 
riages mingle in the throng. The Amert- 
can and European civilian residents are 
out and so are all of the officials of the 
civil government. 

Everybody seems to know everybody 
else. After driving a while it is the 
usual thing to stop close to the beach or 
near the band stand to hear the music 
and to chat with friends. The sun goes 
down, the electric lights along the road 
flare up, the cocheros light the lamps 
On the carriages. As the darkness set- 
tles down and the carriages keep mov- 
ing about, it looks as if ten thousand 
great fire flies were (flitting around. 
Seven o'clock and half past’ ang the 
crowd begins to thin out as the @inner 
hour approaches; another thirty min- 
utes and the Lungta is all but deserted. 
Manila has gone home to its dinner.

Taxation of Railroads. 

To the Editor of The World: The World 
is doing a valuable public service in call- 
ing attention to the striking inequalities 
in the matter ot taxation. Great accumu- 
lations of wealth, and specially great 
corporations, seem able almost always to 
avoid. their proper shere of the public 
burdens. 

The lest report of the interstate com: 
merce commission, just weceived from 
Washington, calls special attention to the 
remarkable irregularities in the taxation 
of railroads in the different states. 

Take Missouri and the states on either 
side of her, Kansas and Illinois, for in- 
stance. The railroads in Kansas pay into 
her st2té, county and munictpal treas- 
uries the sum of $2,221,441. They pay in 
lilinois the sum of $4,105,062, while in Mis- 
sourj they pay only $1,169,778. 

In Kansas the roads pay taxes per mile 

line to the amount of $255,08, in Illinodis 
$373.77 and in Missouri $174.90. 1s it just 
that the roads in Missouri should pay into 
our treasuries only a_ portion of the 
amount they pay into the treasuries of 
the state on either side of us? 

Here is the matter in another light: 
The report of the commissioners shows 
that the railroads of the country are 
capitalized at between $55,000 and $60,000 
per mile of rodd. Now $174.90 is a very 
small tax on $55,000 worth of property. A 
piece of property in Kansas City 
same value would probably be taxed four 
or five times that amount. 4 

The report of the commissioners shows 
that the railroads of this state pay in 
taxes all told, national, state, county and 
municipal, only about one-quarter of 1 
per cent on the total capitalization. 

It is to be hoped the assessors, the 
state board of equalization and our state 
legislature will make a thorough study of 
this matter. Private property has to pay

It 
is really a pity that the prevailing epidemic is 
so mild, as there can be no question that it 
would bave been stamped out long ago had it 
been violent. Notwithstanding its character, 
however, many children have died from it in 
Atlanta and throughout Georgia.

It is aot just that my 
People’s cannot go upon the streets, to church, 
Sunday school or day school without the risk 
of meeting those who have ignorantly or wan- 
tonly exposed th: are exposing 
others to one of the most treacherous and far- 
reaching diseases known to our experience. 

If people do not know better, they should be 
taught, and if thev are simply careless, the 
law should act. as es elsewhere, for the 
protection of the helpless against danger and 
injury. 

I have had scarlet fever in my home and I 
know what it ‘s and how it has to be dealt 
with I know, too, that while it can be 
isolated and protected, this requires such an 
elaboration of unceasing to be itm- 
rossibie in homes where there is not proper 
medical attention with an intelligent nurse 
exclusively for the patient. 

People who live in an infected house. may 
take every precaution; they may not be dan- 
gwera.s associates, but who knows if this is 
true? Certainly the public should be given the 
benefit of the doubt and the house either quar- 
antined or kept under official surveillance 
Surely the averare conscience and intelligence 
should not be jrustéd with such perilous lib- 
erty. 

I have heard of several cases contracted on 
the trains, wisich, one might suppose, are by 
this time unsafe for traveling children. 

As I write, one little tragedy comes before 
me. I once had a schoolmate, one of those 
ratural, genuine, half-boyish girls whom no 
one could dislike. I met her not long ago 
married to a splen lid man, in a delightful home 
and th: earnest, devoted mother of two little 
giris. I was grieved to learn soon afterwards 
that the elder had died diphtheria. The 
mother was heartbroken, but, later, found some 
comfort and consolation in a new daughter. 
In the second year of babyhood this little 
one is taken by scarlet fever. 

I believe it is generally understood that the 
most contagious period of this disease is con- 
valescernce, ani that the germ, “favorably 1lo- 
cated, can live indefinitely. With general in- 
feciion and our present methods, when will we 
be rid of it? 

Must we turn this current of danger upon 
our ch:idren and trust to the mercy of acci- 
cents to decide whether they shall escape for a 
lime or altogether; whether, taking the dis- 
“fase, they shall be simply ill and in quaran- 
ime for tw or three months, recovering entire- 
ly afterwards, as rare cases do, or moderately 
as many do; developing slow, hidden, but in- 
curable afflictions, as many also do; or meet-

T is always difficult to correct an esti- 
| mate already formed upon any sub- 

ject. Very few even take the trouble 
to ask the source of impressions and be- 
liefs, but nevertheless, will hold fast to 
an idea although on a slight foundation. 
Pertinent to this statement is the general 
idea concerning Cuban character and ca- 
pacity. Once or twice I have touched upon 
this subject in a general way, but I am 
going to leave the abstract now and give 
an outline of the character and history 
of a native of this home of the supposed- 


ly indolent and incapable. 


A few days ago 1 spent a day on a 


tobacco plantation about 9 miles from 


Havana, the property of a man whose 
character and lite disproves fully any, 
belief as to ineapacity of the race. 

This plantation is the Santa Teresa, on 
the outskirts of the village of Managua, 
in fact, part of the plantation being em- 
braced in the limits of the village, the 
owners of the houses paying the censo 
or ground rent of same. The road from 
Jesus del Monte goes steadily up _ hill 
the entire distance, is one of the old 
Spanish military roads, built to last 
This and the one leading to Santa Maria 
de] Rosario are a monument to the en- 
gineering skill of the Spaniards. High 
hills encompass one on every side, crown- 


(ed with royal palms, while both sides of 


the road are lined with tropical trees, 
ceibas, mimosas, ficus indica and others, 
while here and there the banyan, with 
its down dropping roots reminds one 
how near is the equator. One gets en- 
tirely away from Americans and mod- 
ern ways on this short trip, and typical 
Cuba is in evidence. 

The men in loose trousers and som- 
breros, the women in short wide skirts, 
slippers and either bareheaded or with 
the mantilla as the only head covering. 
We pass many cultivated fields, and we 
have gotten into’the poultry raising re- 


| gion, for every tew years we come upon 


flocks of chickens, droves of turkeys, see 
speckled and white guineas here and 
there, and hear the noise of ducks and 
geese, while even peafowls catch the eye 
oceasionally. Yet there was no poultry 
here three years ago. Tobacco fields Le 
along the road also, the beautiful green 
plants looking vigorous and promising an 
abundant vrop. I begin to realize what 
nh handsome plant tobacce ig when I sem 
a field of it In Cuba, ‘and the green ap- 
pears more vivid, the texture of the leaf 
more velvet-like than any I heave seen 
in the states. 

Santa Teresa proper comprises twelve 
caballerias (a caballeria fs thirty-three 
and a third acres). The proprietor con- 
templates setting out a million tobacco 


various sizes, already in the ground. A 


semi-circular line of hills bounds the 


plantation on one side, and I noticed on 
these many places where the ground 
seemed to have been upturned, scarring 
the verdant hills, and learned that the 
tobacco seed is always sown in virgin 
soil, the young plants later transplanted 
into the prepared ground. The seed will 
germinate in the fertile soil, but the 
plants never thrive, not half of them 


living beyond the first leaf or two. Cuban 


planters always consider themselves for- 
tunate if on their land are barren hills, 
unsuited for cultivation, where they can 
sow the seed of their tobacco crops. They 
say also that the altitude of the hills 
forces the seed to more rapid germina- 
tion and vigorous growth up to a cer- 
tain stage. 

Likewise, while the seed and the yourg 
shoots require considerable sunlight and 
dryness, the growing plants cannot stand 
the most intense heat. The fields. are 
often pretty well shaded with fruit trees 
where the tobacco is growing, and that 
is why a tobacco grower can give much 
attention to fruit raising as well, utiliz- 
ing the same land for both products. 

I saw in the tobacco fields af Santa Te- 
resa great cocoanut palms, stately mango 
trees, the gorgeous mameys, aguacates 
and others. These judiciously disposed 
make an ideal tobacco field. Tobacco 
also requires much moisture, and that 
is why the crop of last year was so ab- 
normally large and excellent in quality. 
This season has been rather too dry to 
produce the best crop, and it is expected 
that the yield will not reach that of last 
year by at least a third. Last year's 
tobacco crop of Santa Teresa sold for 
something over $35,000 net, while this year 
it is not thought that much over $14,000 
will be realized. 

Unless a plentiful shower falls about

where water can be drawn, but the ma- . 
chinery for irrigation is so expensive | 


here, owing to exorbitant freights and a 
customs duty. of 40 per cent ad valorem, 
that the modern methods of artificial 
watering have not yet beén attempted. 
Of course, this tends to greatly increase 
the cost of production,” and the great 
hope of the industrial classes here in 
connection with the reciprocity treaty 
is that duties on sugar and _ tobacco 
plantation machinery will be removed. 
It would seem that this is more impor- 
tant than the removal of duties on rail- 
road supplies, for the work of the farm 


is of even more vital importance to the [| 


island than railroad building, for without 
the farm products the railroad would be 
short of traffic. Neither has it been pos- 


sible thus far to introduce machinery | 
to clear the tobacco plants of insects, | 


this having to be done by hand. 
Electricity and Other Modern Meth- 


ods Are Used. 

I saw not only great tobacco fields on 
the Santa Teresa estate, but I stood and 
watched the milking of eighty-seven 
cows, Holstein and Jersey blood, the 
original members of the herd having been 
purchased in Syracuse, N. Y., ten years 
ago. Some of _ these are living 
and doing good service now, hav- 
ing become thoroughly acclimated. 
1 also saw acres of banana trees, 
fields of potatoes, patches of to- 
matoes, lettuce, beans, etc. I had per- 
mission to gather roses from an acre of 
these flowers. Many of the flelds are 
encircled with substantial stone walls, 
though the barbed wire fence is also 
used. Seeing the wires and other appa- 
ratus for cectric —— I found the 

an out-build- 
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ing, which is also utilized for pumping 
the water. I can't call to mind ever hav- 
ing heard of a plantation or farm in the 
states, 9 miles from a city, where elec- 
trie lights are used. Everything about 
the fineca demonstrated the greatest 
thrift and industry, combined with judi- 
cious expenditure for the best mode of 
operating. The barns, stables, drying 
houses, store houses, etc., were all sub- 
stagtially built, in great part with high 
pointed roofs, thatched with palm leaves 
and bark. Forty laborers with their fam- 
ilies. live on the estate, these in great 
part colosred. When stress of work re- 
quires\it extra hands are hired, but these 
tenants are employed the entire year. 
The old patriarchal system still prevails 
on this estate, most of these families 
having been reared thereon for many 
generations. The system of cropping on 
shares is the one in vogue here, and it 
works well, judging from appearances 
and the balance sheet of the books. The 
house is very picturesque—low, of red 
enameled brick, with a pointed roof of 
red tiling, surrcunded by wide galleries 
partially inclosed with lattice work, wide 
doors and large windows, floors of en- 
ameled brick, the furnishings tvpically 
Cuban. I caught sight of the office and 
made the acquaintance of the bookkeeper, 
so that business methods are strictly en- 
forced. 

In the evening, seated on 
veranda, watching the sun 60 
behind the palm-crowned hills, hearing 
the hum of active labor all about, wind- 
ing up the affairs of the day, seeing 
the carts laden with milk wind down the 
hill toward the city, my host gave me 
an outline of his methods and purposes, 
likewise by dint of a. few hints I learned 
something of his life and struggles. 

He is the son of a poor Catalan, one 
of the most sturdy races of old Spain. 
He had a boyhood of privation, a youth 
of to!l, and now is passing through a 
strenuous manhood, though success has 
grown familiar to him. Fifteen years 
ago, without means, he saw an oppor- 
tunity to make a handsome commis- 
sion on the sale of some mining prop- 
erty. Neither he nor his_ principals 
could speak a word of English, and he 
was not willing to trust to an interpre: 
ter. The business had to be conducted 
through the medium of English, as the 
buyers spoke no Spanish. He succeeded 
in. postponing the sale for six months. 
He went to Washington and entered as 
a pupil the Jesuit college. For five 
months he labored at the language, and, 
returning to the island, he consummated 
the deal, being ali to conduct the busi- 
ness in English. his profits amounting 
to $10,000, the nucleus of his present large 
fortune. He now owns one of the larg- 
est sugar estates in the island, near 
Saguay la Grande, owns this handsome 
estate of Santa Teresa, and has a large 
cattle ranch in the center of the island. 
The handsome horse which he was driv- 
ing that afternoon was foaled on his 
place, and he is making great efforts to 
improve the native horses and cattle. He 
likewise owns some very valuable city 
property in Havana, and half of the 
village of Managua pays him censos or

He is yet a young man, barely forty- 
five, a nical Cuban in appearance and 
manner, but results speak for. them- 
selves, and few lives have evinced more 
energy, perseverance and courage than 
his. He deplores the lack of education 
in himself, by reason of his early con- 
ditions, but though he fall short in text- 
book knowledge, his practical education 
is sound, his judgment clear, and. events 
prove that he is of more than ordinary 
mental ability. Added to all this he 
has an attractive personality, courteous 
as are all] Cubans, generous to a fault. 

There is something very attractive in 
the habits and manners of these peo- 
ple. The stereotyped phrase, ‘““‘My house 
is yours,’’ has a peculiar charm when 
uttered from a feeling of genuine hospi- 
tality. On arriving at the finca the other 
day my host, pointing to the house, 
said: ‘“‘There is my house; no, I beg 
your pardon, your house it is now.” 
They certainly do place all they have 


and the best they have at the disposi- | 


There is likewise an e@se of manner, a 
perfect self-@#ossession and dignity in 
the treatment of a guest, very delightful 
and beautiful. 

In the bright moonlight we drove back 
to the city, stopping in the tiny village to 
take dinner in the quaintest and most 
foreign looking establishment I have yet 
been in. In place of oily food, garlic sea- 
soned. which we hear so mueh about, but 
do not see much, there was served up a 
dainty omelette with green peas, as fine 
a beefsteak as I ever saw, cooked to per- 
fection, the best of bread and coffee, good 
wine and native sweets with aheese, The 
table service was common crockery but 
clean, the linen good and clean. «In place 
of finger bowls a large white china bowl 
with a clean towel was brought forward, 
which is the custom here, reminding me 
of a comic incident which occurred in Ha- 
vana last year. An Englishman who 
patronized one of the swell cafes here 
was in the habit of utilizing one of the 
huge drinking glasses in vogue here for a 
finger bow1. 

This was accidentally broken, where- 
upon the guest began. the same process 
with another glass. The walter, however,

Solid Business Men of Cuba Avoid 
Politics. 


My friend is one of the representative 
business and industrial classes ih Cuba, 
and these, it is to be regretted, will take 
no part in the government, keep strictly 
Out of politics. Tf this class had been 
Willing to assist in the formation of the 
geovernmentt, much fyture trouble 
would have been avoided. These 
men see nothing ahead but an- 
mexation, but they say it is best 
to give the people the opportunity to see 
for themselves, He claims that the Platt 
amendment gives a perfect guarantee to 
the merchant. and until that amendment 
was established he and others feared to 
pursue business to any extent, especially 
planting, but he is sure now of protection 
He claims that not until the American 
occupation was it safe for a Planter to go 
alone about his estate or the country 
but that life and property are perfectly 
safe in the island now. The planters are 
especially anxious for a reciprocity treaty 
with the United States, embracing all 
farming implements and machinery. My 
friend believes that permitting these last 
to enter Cuba free is of vastly more im- 
portance to the island than the removel 
of duties on Sugar and tobace?; for by 
the use of laobr-saving machinery they 
could afford to compete with the product 
in the states. r 
It was news to me to learn that there 
is but one kind of tobacco seed, the qual- 
ity depending upon the soi] and the cul- 
tivation. For instance, the tobacco from 
Vuelto Abajo, which is considered the 
finest in the world, is the same as the 
Santiago article, one of the poorest 
grades, Seed brought from Santiago and 
cultivated in Vuelto Abajo (part of Pinar 
de] Rio) becomes the finest quality grown. 
The tobacco grown on the Santa Teresa 
estate is of a lightez. color and not so 
strong a flavor as the Vuelto Abajo. 
There is also a great difference in the leaf 
itself, some being of fine texture, soft 
and elastic, others coarse and harsh, but 
the seed is the same everywhere. 

They also have a peculiar way of pack- 
ing and selling the tobacco on the planta- 
tions. They do not sell by weight, but 
by counting the leaves, 400 leaves making 
what is called a “‘matul,’’ @nd a certain 
number of these make the bale. In gath- 
ering the tobacco the upper leaves are 
the choicest portion, these being care- 
fully plucked and kept separate in the 
drying house. The grading on the fincas 
is based upon this, the price decreasing 
as the leaves approach the ground. After 
all the leaves are gathered, dried and 
packed, the stems aré then treated, these 
forming no mean portion of the profits.

INDUSTRIES OF MISSISSIPPI. 


Great Increase in Capital, Invested 


Shown by Census Figures. 

Washington, December 15.—The final 
statistics of the census bureau on tae 
manufacturing and mechanical industries 
of Mississippi for 1900 were announced to- 
day. 

The reports show a capital of $35,807,410 
in the 4,772 establishments reporting. The 
gross value of the products is returned 
at $0,431,386, with a net value of $27,813,332, 
representing the increase in raw mate- 
rials resulting from manufacturing pro- 
cesses. Tnis involved an outlay of $1,167,- 
020 for salaries of officials, clerks, etc.; 
$7,471,986 for wages, $1,476,855 for miscel- 
laneous expenses, including taxes, rent, 
etc., and $21,692,092 for materials used. 
While the capital invested increased over 
140 per cent, the product during the same 
period increased almost 156 per cent. 

Manufacture of lumber and _ timber 
products is the most important industry 
of the state, employing 37 per cent of all 
wage earners in the state, with almost 39 
per cent of the total value of all products 
of the state.

The 
book, the title of which is ‘‘Georgia: His- 
torical and Industrial,” contains a wealth 
of interesting information about the state, 
its history and abundant resources. And 
the authors have handled their material in 
such a clever manner as to hold the read- 
er’s close attention from the first page to

terest to the text. As the title implies, 


the work is a history of the state and its 


| industrial resources and possibilities. 
The chapter dealing with the early set- | 


tlement of Georgia are in themselves wor- 
thy the perusal of every citizen of the 
state, Historical facts are treated in a 
way to make the reading of them a pleas- 
ure, for the usual dry method of setting 
them forth has been studiously avoided by 
the authors. 

The agricultural and mineral develop- 
ment of the state is presented in an ex- 
eellent manner and demorstraces that the 
compilers of the book spared no pains to 
gather the information concerning these 
two very important branches of the 
state's possibilities. 

This is the fourth of a series of books 
issued by the department of agriculture, 
the others being a ‘‘Hand Book of Geor- 
gia,’’ published under the direction of Dr. 


Thomas P. Jones, the first commissioner 
of agriculture; the “Commonwealth of

Regarding the present volume, ite au- 
thors have this to say in the preface: 
“The growing demand for information 
concerning the industrial resources and 
possibilities of Georgia, as shown by in- 
quiries almost daily received, not only 
from our own state, but also from every 
section of the union, has led to the pub- 
lication of this work, which we have en- 
titled “Georgia: Historical and Industrial.’ 
Much information concerning the geology 
of Georgia has been obtained from the 
bulletins issued under the direction of the 
state geologist, W. S. Yeates, and his as- 
sistant. W 8S. McCallie, and former as- 
sistent, Francis P. King. For much of 
the article on the geology of Georgia we 
owe thanks to Professor S. P. Jones, re- 
cently appointed assistant state geologist.

Crumbling of the Little 


Queen’s Aircastle 


VENTS in little dyke-girdled Hol- 
land of the past ten days have 
served to show that human hearts, 
the world over, are very much alive, 
and human interest as easily stirred 
by romanceas in days more pleasant 
with-glamour than the present. The 
world is still very much in love with 
a lover, has’ overflowing sympathy 
for romance and chivalry, and is 
justly impatient and wrathful when 
one who has taken a sacred oath at 
God’s altar violates it with wanton 
flagrancy, no matter whether he be 
of royal or plebeian blood. Espe- 

cially has the pity of American womanhood gone 
out to Holland’s little queen, who but brief months 
ago entered so blithely into what appeared to her 
the rose-strewn pathway of wedded love. Ameri- 
can manhood, too, has spoken in strong and con- 
temptuous terms of the swinish tastes which 
would cause a specimen of the race to insult his 
wife, degradize himself and stride with rough heel 
over the feelings and finer sentiments of others. 
Well-informed authorities were free with dole- 
ful predictions when the marriage of Prince Henry 
and Queen Wilhelmina was solemnized. The 
prince was described as a coarse-hewn man, of 
vulgar tastes, marble manners and stiff brains.

»NE OF the favorite maxims which 
gainers of great wealth are sedulous- 
ly pushing at striving young man- 
hood is to “devote all your time to 
your business and the interests of 
your-employer.

Salu’s Sultan and Obeisant 
Americans. 


T IS a fact for which we have to be 

profoundly grateful that American 

institutions are inherently opposed 

to anything like physical homage 

to royalty, or the imputation that 

rank, pure and simple, places one 

man higher than another. The cit- 

izen of the United States has bred 

in him the idea that, intrinsically, he 

is as good as his neighbor. To be 

sure, we indulge in a few tactful 

genuflexions when wealth, conde- 

scending, prowls among us; some of 

us are respectful and exceedingly 

humble in the presence of superior 

ability ; and the majority cultiyate an air of defer- 

ence where policy is involved. But we place an 

emphatic disapproval on anything that savors ot 

man or station worship. It happens to be one of 

the principles for which our illustrious forefathers 

shed their blood so abundantly several decades 

ago. 

' Such being the case, it is doubly distasteful 

to behold the manner in which such a dubious po- 

tentate as the sultan of Sulu, one of the chattels 

acquired by our recent unpleasantness with Spain, 

is greeted by American soldiers, in the service of 

the Stars and Stripes and born under the conditions 

which we have outlined. “Johnnie” Poe, of 

Princeton and University of Virginia football fame, 

who enlisted in the Twenty-third regiment, has 

just returned from the island of Mindanao, where 

he describes the conditions existing. He does not 

find any fault with the sultan personally. As sul- 

tans go, he is a clever and really amiable fellow. 

Aside from the fact that he believes in a multiplic- 

ity of wives, and fully exercises his prerogatives in 

this direction, and a few other insignificant pec- 

cadilloes, he is an intelligent, tolerant and general- 
ly bearable Malay. 

But, in the first place, he is not a white man; 
and then, his views and mode of life are not such 
as would commend him to the favor of a loyal 
American; furthermore, the- United States sol- 
diers called on by military routine to do 
homage to his somber-shaded majesty, know at 


heart that he is only a cheap, pensioned vassal of. 


Uncle Sam, a kind of unwelcome incubus which a 
certain political policy threw upon the country. 
Mr. Poe declares, however, that in spite of these 
sentiments, every time Sulu’s ruler appears, -the 
American soldiers must ground their rifles obse- 
quiously. He qualifies his statement, however, 
with another, which demonstrates the power of 
an idea to establish itself even on a basis of but 
few generations. For whenever this salute became 
necessary, Mr. Poe asserts that while it was 
performed. with military rigor, the unwilling pri- 
vates could be distinctly heard muttering profane 
epithets, expressing their opinion of his “nibs” in 
language more expressive than elegant. 

We find it in our hearts to willingly forgive 
this slight display of spleen on the part of our 
soldiers abroad. It shows in strong. relief the true 
democratic spirit, and the repugnance to all royal 
red tape whicft the healthy American imbibes with 
his mother’s milk. We need never fear too effect-

Kansas City Star: Now of the several 
ways of attempting to influence men, two 
are open to a newspaper. It may argue 
in its leaders with more or less passion 
that a certain course is desirable, or it 
may simply keep the facts constantly be- 
fore its readers in the news colunfas, 
Horace Greeley depended largely on the 
first method. The modern newspaper 
combines the two. It must be kept in 
mind that the great newspaper of today 
does not distort its facts. While the 
conditions under which it labors prevent 
it from attaining its ideal of accuracy, 
it is always earnestly striving for that 
end. The time has gone by when a paper 
like The New York Sun could occasion 
comment by printing after election day 
correct estimates of the vote of a candi- 
date whom it had opposed, as was the 
case in 1884. j 

When the modern newspaper desires to 
correct an abuse it prints the facts gneus 
the case. For instance, during the Span- 
ish war the volunteers were held at 
Chickamauga under. unsanitary condi- 
tions. The publication of the story of the 
camp in a few widely read newspapers 
led to the abandonment of the site. In 
city affairs reputable newspapers—and 
especialgy. the growing independent — 
tion of the press—are working for efMf- 
ciency and honesty in officials. This 
surest weapon in such contests is pub- 
licity. In national affairs the same rule 
holds true. Of course, in all these ma*- 
ters the editorial’ comment reinfortes the 
recital of facts In the news columns. _

HE moderr burglar alarm 
} not only renders it utterly 
impossible for one to dis- 
turb a vault protected with 
it without detection, but it 
also gives a signal at the 
first attempt. to raise a win- 
dow, file a bar or enter a 
door. So thoroughly does it 
protect the depositories of 
great wealth that it has 


defied all of the wonderful . 


skill of the cracksman, un- 
til today the few Hhving 

that class of croeks 
are found either in abject pov- 
erty or devoting the genius which 
brought them millions twenty years ago 
to the practice of crime of the most pet- 
ty character. One can scarcely fail to 
robberies during the past five or ten 
years. A few have been successfully per- 
formed in that time, but with one sin- 
gle exception the money was obtained 
during banking hoyrs from the cashier 
as he glanced down ‘the barre] of a six- 
shooter. The exception was when a 
stranger engaged a bank cashier in con- 
versation while he hooked out a roll of 
bills with the aid of a piece of wire from 
under the official's nose. 

The electrical burglar alarm of today, 
the great modern safes which will even 


resist dynamite are the result of a series 
of bank robberies extending over a pe- 
riod of twenty or thirty years which were 
conceived and successfully carried out by 
a band of criminals, many of whom are 
alive today. Strange as it may seem, 
these men have driven themselves out of 
business. The almost fabulous wealth 
which they stole made the invention of 
mechanical devices which would outwit 
their skill necessary, and they came in 
the course of time, until today a robbery 
like that of the Manhattan bank, or one 
like that of the Ocean bank in New York 
city, where ovef a million dollars in 
money and securities were carried away 
is wholly impossible without cdflusion 
with the custodians of the vaults. Even 
then it is doubtful if one could be suc- 
cessfully carried out, no matter how 
much care was employed, for experi- 
ments have shown fthat even the men 
who safeguard the vaults of the greaf 
banks of the country, by surrounding 
them with a network of wires, can not 
go through these silent guardians with- 
out giving an alarm. 

Twenty years ago a bank robbery with 
proceeds up in the hundreds of thou- 
sands was possible, but could only be 

successfully carried out

ficials were not one whit 

less vigilant in those days than they are 
now, but the brain of the crook had 
gone ahead of the brain of the honest 
man, a condition hard to understand to- 
day when the very reverse is the fact. 
Few people have any idea of the 
amount of study put into a job by the 
cracksman before any real attempt to 
realize is made. One of the best living 
illustrations of the old school of crooks 
is Maximilian Schoenbein, better known 
to the police of the world ag “Count’’ 
Max Shinburn. After defying the vault 
and safe makers of the world and loot- 
ing banks in this country and abroad for 
an aggregate gain of $5,000,000, this great 
criminal fell a victim to modern science. 
He was released not long ago from the 
Clinton, N. Y., prison, after a five years’ 
term for robbing the Middleburg bank, 
penniless, gray with age, broken in 
health and. spirit. The story of the 
mans life is like a romance, and is full 
of chapters which one finds it hard to 
believe. In his prime he was truly the 
greatest criminal tn the world. Ruloff,

had his mechanical genius. 
Shinburn is a German, was taught the 


trade of a machinist and locksmith by 
his father, came to this country before 


he was 17 years old and had launched

He had wonderful skill as a locksmith 
and was taken up by two noted criminals 
-—George Bliss and ‘Fairy’ McGuire— 
whom he met in a New York gambling 
house, They used him in robbing a New 
Jersey bank, and the success of the ven- 
ture was due primarily to his skill. He 
progressed rapidly, and as his ability be- 
came known in the “crook’’ world his 
services were in constant demand. He 
probably engaged in twenty robberies 
before his name became known to the 
authorities. He had scarcely attained 
his majority when he was planning out 
big robberies for himself. At that time 
the only safe in general use in bans 
and business houses in this country was 
that made by the Lilly company. Shin- 
burn figured that a man who could mas- 
ter the secret of the Lilly com'¥nation 
lock could loot every Lilly safe in the 
country. He decided t» go and work for 
the Lilly compayy. Bliss and McGuire 


agreed to keep him in funds while he! 


studied. Such an expert machinist as 
Shinburn had no difficulty in getting the 
job he wanted. It took him over a year 
to obtain all the knowledge he neeled 
for the successful corsummation of the 
series of robberies he had planned, but 
he kept at work with patience. The most 
important discovery he made at the time 
was that a person with acute hearing 


could, by putting his ear near the lock. 


of a Lilly safe and turning the dial, dis- 
cover at what numbers the tumblers 
dropped into place. He made a eareful 
study of difficult combinations, and is 
credited with a discovery that is alleged 
to have driven the Lilly safe out of the 
market. eHe removed the combination 
from a safe and then placed an impres- 
sionable plece.of paper under it.. Then he 
turned the dial slowly, and found that 
whenever a combination number was 
reached the impression on the paper be- 
came more distinct. By using a micro- 
scope Shinburn was able to tell what 
the combination numbers were. With 
this mass of valuable information Shinh- 
burp and his associates plundered Lilly 
cafes all over the country, finally driving 
the Lilly company out of business. Time 
and again the man was arrested, and sev- 
eral convictions are on record against 
him, but no prison was ever strong 
enough to hold him for long. With the 
police of the country after him Shinburn 
went to New York city and invested a 
large sum of money in the stock market. 
He was warned to fly, as the authorities 
were closing in on him, but he calinly 
waited to see how his investment would 
turn out. A sudden rise in the market 
brought him a fortune, and with over a 
milion dollars of stoler money he sailed 
for Belgium, with which country the 
United States had no extradition treaty 
at that time. He purchased the title and 
estate of a decrepit ncbleman and blos- 
scmed forth as Count Shinburn. He 
spent thousands of di llars on entertain- 
ments, the magnitude of his operations 
on the bourse staggered the native spec- 
uiators, and his enormous winnings and 
losings were commented on all over Eu- 
rope. ”

% Americans Mulcted By Bogus Mexican Idols #

HE American tourist has 
begun his annual winter 
invasion of Mexico and the 
Mexican {s lying in wait 
for him. To one who be- 
11é¥@s what the guide books 
say this would seem im- 
possible. According to 
them the natives of the 
‘land of the Mon- 
tezumas” do little else 
but loaf in the sun, smoke 
and make love in a pecu- 
liarly public and  »pic- 

turesque fashion. But as the “land of the 
Montezumas” exists only in the guide 
books, so do, the alleged traits of the 
natives. Montezuma is scarcely ever 
heard of in Mexico except from some re- 
cent reader of Prescott. He was wiped 
out by Cortez and the latter in turn is 
entirely neglected. So the native has 
turned over a new leaf and has become 
irdustrious. But his industry is not di- 
rected toward hard labor. He doesn’t like 
to work any more than does the rest of 
humanity and the American tourist helps 
him escape the necessity of it. 

In one way, particularly, does the 
mcney of the Gringo come like a rain of 
manna to the Mexican peon. That is in 
the sale of ancient gods. During the 
sway of the rumerous religions which 
have undoubtedly held the power in this 
Iznd there is every reason t@ believe that 
there have been plenty of gods and plenty 
of more or less hidecus representations of 
them. But if all the idols which have 
heen carried out of Mexico by tourists— 
and some by alleged archaeological ex- 
perts—were brought back again there 
would be enough of them to sfart a large 
idol-worshipping nation in business and 
keep it supplied for many centuries. 

Just at present the business of manu- 
facturing ancient Aztec idols is in a most 
ficurishing condition. You can buy ihe 
output of the factories on the street cor- 
ner, fresh from the hands of the maker, 
and the peon who offers it to you will 
obligingly agree that it is the idol of any 
particular god you may fancy. He will 
charge you all he possibly can for it and 
will take almost »nything you are willing 
to pay. It doesn’t matter much to him, 
because he can get plenty more and a 
small profit is better than no profit at all. 

But if you buy from the peddlers on 
the street you have no choice as to the 
ugliness of the idol. ‘The peddler never 
bas more than one W chhim, though he 
ig entirely willing tames save any name

that suits you. If you want a really good 
selection to choose from you must go 
out into the country, where they are 
made. _One of the best of these places 
is San Juan Teotihuacan. Out there are 
the pyramids of the Sun and Moon and 
these tend to give a gloss of genuine- 
ness to the idols. It is only a short trip 
to the pyramids. They are really ancien‘, 
but the names are the work of a latter- 
day archaeologist with a lively imagina- 
ticn. He announced that one of thesé 
odd, artificial hills was originally dedi- 
cated to the worship of the sun. Another, 
smaller one, a quarter of a mile away, 
was for the mcon. Various other tumuli 
of many sizes scattered over the sur- 
rceunding plain, were for the worship of 
different stars. So far he has not at- 
tached the name of any particular star 
to any of thes? mounds. As there was no 
one alive to prove his :dea false it has 
been accepted by brother archaeologists 
end now is a part of history. 

But his theory has done more than this. 
It has boomed the idol industry. Origi- 
nally many images were found around the 
pyramids. 

The tourist {is told that there are still 
plenty of them buried only under a slight 
covering ef earth. This, too, is true. But 
they have been buried by the crafty peon 
who is ready to dig them up again and 
give them to the tourist who will pay him 
for the labor of digging. And the tourist, 
when one of these things is dug up while 
he looks on, is satisfied he has made a 
real find and pays with corresponding 
liberality. ©

So 4 is not necessary to buy 
freshly dug-up idols if ycu prefer ones 
that have not been buried. 

But this one out at the pyramids of the 
Sun and Moon is not the only idol face 
tory. Some of them are in the city; some 
are in the many villages of the surround- 
ing valley. Wherever the tourist goes In 
any numbers Aztec idols with sworn 
pedigrees are for sale, and the chances 
are that wherever they are sold the fac- 
tery is not far away. 3 

An instence of the extent to which this 
manufacture cf bogus idols is earried 
is on record in the courts of this city 
It may also get before the courts of the 
United States if the directors of a big 
public museum care to prosecute. This 
museum, which has thousands of #ollars 
to spend for anything it wants, decided 
that it needed Aztec relics. So it em- 
ployed an archaeclogist with a great rep- 
utation to come to Mexico and get them. 
He came, well supplied with money— 

20,000 in United States currency. He 
ccnsulted with government officials. Like 
many other countries, Mexico has a law 
which prohibits the cxport of ancient re!- 
ics unless duplicates are Tound so that 
the national museum can be supplied be- 
fore those of foreign countries. 

This United States savant went to the 
government authorities and secured per- 
mission from them to make explorations 
and excavations around some ruins which 
are known to be of immense antiquity. 
The museum which he represenied was 
to bear the expense of the work and in 
return was to have all the duplicates, and 
if none were found, a portion of th: 
unique discoveries. The savant went ty 
the scene of operations. He hired a few 
pecns who soratched the ground when 
they felt like it and who found nothing. 
The savant sat in Lis hotel in a near-by 
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city and wrote letters telling of his great 
discoverics and alsc of the great cost 
of the work. When he had spent a few 
hundred dollars, Mexican currency, on the 
peons he discharged them. But he kept 
on writing letters. Then ho bought a ton 
or so of bogus antiquities and prepared 
to start for the United States. 

All might have gone well with his 
scheme had it not been fom the letters. 
They told of such wonderful discoveries 
and of such treasures to be added to the 
museum that the directors coyJd not Keep 
quiet. They told the newspapers of the 
priceless relics they had acquired. The 
papers with these official announcements 
came to Mexico in the course of time 
and were seen by the government offi- 
cials. They thought it strange that if 
the savant had made such great discov- 
eries he had reported to them that he 
had found nothing. They began an inves- 
tigation. The savant was about to leave 
for the United States. and ‘t was found 
that he had shipped several huge boxes. 
The government officials telegraphed and 
had these stopped before they left the 
country. Then they threatened to arrest 
the archaeologist for breaking his agree- 
ment with them: and for attempting to 
violate the laws of the country by smug- 
g'ing historical relics over the border. 

In his desperation and his desire to 
save himself from prison, the savant told 
the truth.

house waiting a claimant, and the direc- 
tors are undecided whether to prosecute 
the savant and create a scandal or to 
drop the whole matter and pocket a loss. 

But while bogus relics are for sale 
everywhere, there are also some genuine 
ones. Some of these are of a most grew- 
some character. During all the years 
since Mexico was built in a lake there 
has been almost no excavating done un- 
iil the authorities began putting in a 
sewer system. Then the old relics began 
to be turned up by the ton. The govern- 
ment placed a guard of soldiers along 
the line of the work, and no one was al- 
lowed to approach tie laborers who would 
giadly have sold for a few cents some of 
the gold and silver treasures they were 
finling. But the government was care- 
ful and got all these, as-.well as the 
stone and pottery which was dug up. 

There was one sort of relic, however, 
which the officials did not care for. That 
Was the skulls and bones which were 
found by the hundreds. These were left 
for the laborers. They quickly found 
purchasers among the few tourists who 
were in the country at the time, but mcre 
particularly among the dealers in curios 
and idols, who felt that with the next 
Season there would be a market for the 
ghastly bones Sod, every night. when the 
laborers quit work, they held an auction 
sale of all the skulls they had found dur- 
ing the day. Standing at the edge of the 
ditch from which come the relics, they 
offered them to the highest bidder. They 
sold all they had which were even in fair 
condition. But skulls are not popular 
as parlor ornaments in Mexico, and the 
prices runged low. 

For 2 cents one could buy the skull of 
gome old native who might have lived and 
died before the days of Cortez. A Span- 
ish skull in good condition sometimes 
brought as high as 65 cents, probably be- 
cause the purchaser intends to dispose of 
it as the headpiece of some of the great 
captain’s followers. Cress-bones went

the recommendations his own personal

Probably no man who HW: stood at the 
head of the nation was €nabled. to pre- 
pare a congressional message with less 
apparent effort than the late President 
McKinley. He had a habit of jolting 
down suggestions and recording lines of 
thought at odd moments, and thus the 
general trend of the discussion seemed 
to literally shape itself. Coming to his 
cuties as chief magistrate only a few 
months before he must present an ex- 
haustive declaration of policy, President 
Roosevelt had no opportunity for such 
leisurely methods in the preparation of 
his first message. Almost from the ont- 
se: he adopted the plan of seeing no vis- 
itors after 1:30 o’clock in the afternoon, 
and thus gave up the hours after lunch 
each day almost exclusively to work on 
the message. Not infrequently he devoted 
aportion of the evening to the same 
task and on the only occasion during the 
early weeks of his administration when 
he visited the theater he departed after 
the first act in order to get in some work 
On his message. 

After a presidential message has been 
dictated to the secretaries or penned by 
hand it is transcribed in typewritten form 
and after revision by the president 
Sent to’ the government printing office to 
be put in type. When the “proof” comes 
from Uncle Sam’s big printing establish- 
ment it undergoes another revision, and 
perhaps this may be repeated several 
times. There has been a great difference 
in the tendency of chief executives to 
make alterations in their messages after 
the documents were in type.

Attends Its system is followed that 
Printing prevails in the bureau of 
printing and engraving, 
where currency is printed. Each sheet of 
paper which is issued for use in printing 
a presidential message must be account- 
ed for ere the workman to whom it has 
been intrusted is allowed to leave the 
building at night. 

The printed copies of. the message are 
delivered at the white house, and from 
there distributed to the various news- 
paper offices throughout the country, a 
courtesy extended in order that the news- 
papers may not be put to the inconve- 
nience of hurriedly placing in type this 
enormous document in the few hours in- 
between its presentation to 
congress and the hour at which a ma- 
jority of the daily papers go to press.

Yet this is not the form 
in which it reaches the presiding officers 
of the two houses of congress. ‘The copy 
of the document which is formally pre- 
sented for the consideration of each body 
is in manuscript, and the preparation 
and delivery of these copies are among 
the important duties of Major O. L. 
Pruden, assistant secretary to the presi- 
dent, who, next to the chief executive 
and Secretary Cortelyou, probably has 
more to do with the evolution of a preai- 
dential message than any other one man. 

Major Pruden's first duty in the mat- 
ter is to prepare manuscript copies of 
the message—one for the senate and the 
other for the house of representatives. 
For this task he is well qualified, being a 
marvelous pemmen. Majcr Pruden, who 
has been denominated the “Sphinx of the 
white house,’’ becaure of the zealous 
manner in which he guards state secrets, 
was attached to the white house staff 


| by General Grant and has held the pcsi- 


tion ever since. In addition to transcrib- 
ing the annual message and other presi- 
dential statemcnts—which unbroken prec- 
edent decrees shall go forth to the world 
in plain penmanship—Major Pruden pre- 
pares the presidential commission for 
cabinet officers and other important 
presidential appointments. In scme in- 
stances the limited time intervening 
between the ccmpletion of a message 
ond the hour at which it was neccs- 
sury to present the document to con- 
gross has necessitated extraordinary ex- 
the ‘part of Major Pruden 
in the case of the last 
message prepared by President McKin- 
ley, the assistant secretary worked all 
day Sunday and Sunday night in order to 
have the copies ready for the senate and 
house of representatives on Monday 
morning. In order to prevent the rectr- 
rence of such an emergency President 
Roosevelt, when he assumed office, de- 
clared that henceforth, when time was 
limited, the advisability of departing 
from time-honored custom and sending 
to each branch of congress a typewritten 
copy of the document would be seriously 
considered. 

The delivery of the carefully prepared 
copies of the president's most important 
official declaration is another duty that 
develops upon Major Pruden. On the

How Dr Bratton Was Hidnaped 
and Released 


By R J Massey, M D 


HE “Dr, Bratton’ referred to 

in the columns of The Sunny 

South of November 30, was 

Dr. J. R. Bratton, of York- 

ville, S. C., Known by his 

hosts of friends throughout 

the south as Dr. ‘‘Rufe 

Bratton.”” Many years be- 

fore the beginning of the 

civil war, he had become a 

very popuiar physician and 

eminent surgeon. And after 

the suspension of hostilities 

and the surrender of the 

confederate forces, his name had become 

familiar in almost every southern house- 

hold on account of his having been kid- 

napéed in Montreal, Canada, and brought 

by force withoZt show of law or author- 
itv back to the United States. 

I get directly from his nephew, Dr. D. 

R. Bratton, a member of Bratton’s phar- 
macy of this city, the following facts: 

During the trying ordeal through which 
all the southern states passed in the bitter 
times of reconstruction, Bouth Carolina is 
thought to have suffered more than any 
sister state. Owing to the leading part 
she assumed in the act of secession she 
was made to feel in every possible con- 
ceivable manner the direful effects of her 
action. As all the older residents of the 
southern states will remember, thera 
came down amongst us from the north 
vast hordes of adventurers, whom we fit- 
ly dubbed as ‘“‘carpetbaggers.” These 
men were unscrupulous and uncompromis- 
ing to the last degree, and combining with 
& resident element of whites favoring their 
nefarious acts and designs, quickly avail- 
ed themselves of the advantages which 
they could easily gain by taking under 
their management and guidance the igno- 
rant and unsuspecting negroes who had 
just been freed and felt that they owed 
something to the present government for 
having given them their “freedom,” as 
they called it. 

Through the agency of these carpet- 
baggers and scalawags, .as the white peo- 
ple who joined them were called,’ these 
blacks literally held sway and were made 
to do everything In their pcwer to humil- 
jate and persecute the former slave-owner 
cr respectable element of the white peo- 
ple. This state of affairs continued daily 
to grow worse until the whites in their 
desperaticn could stand it no longer. They 
prepared themselves for defense. The 
spirit of independence and resentment for 
constant. and repeated wrongs at the 
hands of these people impelled them to 
sclf-protection, even at the point of bavo- 
nets. In many instances they took great 
delight in punishing the negroes for their 
insolence, impudence and other mean 
practices. 

About this time there was a secret or- 
ganization formed all cver the south 
known as the Ku-Klux-Klan. If it did 
not ‘originate in South Carolina, she was 
by no means slow to have ku-kluxes all 
over the state. What these Ku-Klux- 
Klians did and what they didn’t, I am 
unable tc say, but many mystericus and 
almost. miraculous deeds were ascribed to 
them. One thing certain, however, they 
became the great terror of.every darkey 
in the south, besides sometimes exercising 
a very wholesome influence in a great 
many instances over the above mentioned 


‘carpet baggers and scalawags. At other 


times the acts and dcings cf the three ks 
zave the bad whites color and pretense 
for cther acts of oppressicn and violence 

n their part. Often, between sunset and 
sunrise, a mean and turbulent negro was 
said to pass cut of existence, to be heard 
and 
it is whispered that sometimes a white 
man of unsavery character traveled the 
same path. Of these things I kn>w noth- 
ing except what Madame Rumor hath 
said. 

However, in the late sixties a very mean 
neem leader who p.ssessed quite an in- 
fluence over other blacks in persecuting 
the whites, was disposed of one night. 
In the disposal of him Dr. Bratton was 
gaid to be connected. It was never proven 
that he had anything to do with the trag- 
ic ending of tris negro. There was, how- 
ever, a2 warrant swern out for the doc- 
tor from the United Sttates ccurt, and 
placed in the hands of a marshal by the 
name of Hester, for service. Dr. Brat- 
ton was arrested by Hester one night, 
eluded the vigilance of this officer and 


quietly transferred himself to the Domin- 
ion of Canada. He took tre oath of cilt- 
izenship io Great Britain, settled in Mon- 
treal and resumed the practice of his pro- 
fession. He had been there but a few 
months when, one Sunday afternoon, out 
waiking on the lawn, a marshal by the 
name of J. D. Conwell, who was hired 
by the same Hester, slipped up behind 
Bratton and with the assistance of 4 
hackmen, scized him, threw* him down 
and handcuffed him. Generally the doctor 
carried a pistol, but this particular after- 
noom he had none. Dr. Bratton asked 
him whom he was arresting and for what 
purpose. ‘Show me your authority. You 


as 


have arrested the wrong man.” 


The marshal said, ‘““‘We know what We 
are doing; we've got the right man.” 

Dr. Bratton replied, “Show me your 
papers, vou d—d rascals.’’ They refused. 

“T’ll make you pay well for thi8,”’ -_ 
dcetor said. ‘‘Carry me to a magistré re 
Irstead, they carried him up and down 
the road and across the lawn and around 
about until the train arfived. They put 
him on the traim and kept him in a dark 
room. The first thing re recognized was 
the calling out of ‘Detroit,” United 
States of America. They had brougnt 
him across the line. It developed that 
they had no warrant for the doctor, but 
a warrant for a Dr. Avary, and when 
this was found out they wanted to turn 
him loose. Bratton would not be released, 
saying, “‘You scoundrels, you, you have 
arrested the wrong man, and I will make 
vou pay well for this. I am a citizen of 
Cenada and a British subject, and I will 
call upon my ccuntry for protection.” 

Dr. Bratton was then taken to York- 
ville, 8S. C., and having a friend in court, 
he was released upon what is called a 

“straw bond.” He at once 

An Appeal went to Washington city,

Brought ain and laid the case of 

Release kidnaping before him, 

who at once referred the 
whole matter to Queen Victoria. The 
queen immediately, through her minister 
at Washington, made a requisition upon 
General Grant, then president of che 
United States, to heve Dr. Bratton re- 
leased and restored immediately to Mon- 
treal, his place of residence. It being 
plainly a casus belli, General Grant saw 
at once the importance of prompt action, 
and promptly honcred her majesty’s 
requisition. Dr. Bratton was forthwith 
released and restored to liberty. Dr. 
Brattcn, after spending a few days with 
his family at Yorkville, S. C., went back 
to Montreal, telegraphing his nephew, 
D. R. Bratton, at Charlictte, N. C., to 
meet him at that place on the arrival of 
the train and to go with him to Canada.

Conwell was found guil- 
ty and sentenced to six years’ hard labor 
in the penitentiary, and the hackman 
to three years for being accessory to the 
act.

He probably did 
the best practice at one fime that it hag 
ever fallen to the lot of any physician in 
the whole Dominion of Canada, soon be- 
came rich, and he and his family, as long 
as they remained there, had the confi- 
dence and:love of the people. But after 
many years, when South Carolina be- 
came quiet, peaceful and prosperous, Dr. 
Bratton.and family returned to Yorkville 
among their former friends. There the 
doctor lived for a number of years and 
quietly closed at a ripe old age an event- 
ful and checkered life of usefuliiess. N» 
man in South Carolina is held in fonder 
memory than Dr. ‘“‘Rufe’” Bratton.

Corn meal is the most 
nutritious and healthy food for every 
growing animal from the Dey to the 
pig. 

Corn is now the basis of forty-seven 
fecd and 1088 commercial products. From 
corn has grown the large industry of the 
manufacture of “‘gluccse,’’ which now 
consumes from 60,000,000 to 60,000,000 bush- 
els of corn each year. In 1900 we ex- 
ported 222,000,000 pounds of glucose, worth 
$2,600,000, and this increase 1s only a 
fraction of the increase in the domestic 
use of these articles.

The Child That Tells Falsehoods 
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Lying is a habit that some children 
are apt to contract if they are not care- 
fully watched. Like all habits, it is dif- 
ficult to be broken. If the child tells a 
falsehood to shield himself from blame 
or from punishment, remove this fear, 
show him that the falgehoud is more 
reprehensible and gives you greater pain 
than the fault, which, in sonm® cases, 
is due only to carelessness or to thought- 
lessness. With patience and love you 
may break up this habit. 

Even harder to deal with is the child 
who makes “Sup wonderful stories and 
tells them as true. This is due to excess 
of imagination, often fostered by vanity, 
and by the tolerance, even encourage- 
ment, of parents, who see in their child 
a future Dickens or Hawthorne. Teach 
the little one that he must not tell his 
fairy tales as true ones—that this is 
falsehood, which all noble spirits despise. 
A writer on “imaginative lying” says 
that ‘“‘when your boy has told you a 
wonderful occurrence, which you are’sure 
originated in his own brain, don’t ex- 
claim: 

‘Why Johnnie, 
tell such awful fibs?

But rather say: 
‘“‘*That is a pretty story. 
made it up, didn’t he?’ 

** *Yes!’ reluctantly. : 
‘‘*Well, but the next time you must 
tell first that it is a made up story. Then 
we will enjoy it better.’ ”

The Lady Philippine 
By Mary E Bryan 


The name of the United States’ new 
colonial acquisition recalls a romance in 
history, the heroine of which bore the 
rame Philippine. The story of lady 
l’lhilippine’s love and constancy has been 
wvuven into several poems and remances, 
but her fame as the foundress of the first 
charitable institution of any note, and as 
the advocate of justice and religious tol- 
crance is not ag well known as it deserves 
to be. 

Philippine was the daughter of a mer- 

chant prince in the historic old Bavarian 
city of Augsburg. She was born in the 
fifteenth century, not long after the 
reformation had opened up a great chasm 
in the’ Christian churgh, and Luther, at 
the gate of Wittenberg, had burned the 
papal bull that condemned him. 
The father of Philippine had a great 
store of gold and many trade vessels, but 
his daughter was simply brought up by 
her beautiful and accomplished mother. 
She inherited her mother’s beauty and 
force of character. In her physique she 
combined delicacy with great strength. 
Tall, slenderly formed and lily pale, she 
seemed only fitted for skill in female ac- 
complishments—in playing on the lufe, in 
Which she excelled on embroidering 
prizes for the tournaments and tapestry 
for the altar, in which her skill was 
marvelous. Yet the slender taper fingers 
could bend a tough steel cross bow and 
send the arrow unerringly to the mark. 

The choniclers of that day used terms 
that sound quaintly exaggerated in de- 
scribing the beauty of Philippine. To il- 
lustrate the pearl-like whiteness of her 
complexion they tel that when she drank 
red wine the ruby tint could be seen 
through the transparent skin of the round 
throat on which her beautiful head was 
poised like a flower on its stem. 
Philippine had many suitors, but she 
kept them all aloof. She sang and sewed 
and tended her birds and flowers until one 
day Fate sent to her her prince charming. 
As she sat embroidering at her window 
the old oriel window which is pointed out 
to tourists at this day in the ancient 
house of Augsburg, now owned by the 
Kranich family—the young Archduke 
Ferdinand galloped by on his white war 
charger. He looked up and saw her, doff- 
ed his plumed hat and bowed to the sad- 
die in homage of the beautiful vision. 
He lost no time in presenting himself 
to her and pressing his suit with youthful 
ardor. He won her love, but their hopes 
of marriage were quickly dashed to the 
ground. Two strong powers opposed their 
union—the church and the state. 

The young archduke was the son of 
the king of Bohemia and prospective em- 
peror of Germany. His uncle, the great

In our earller days we seek the end of 
the rainbow for the kag of gold. , When 
we get older we seek the publisher "or 
wealth and fame. Tne universal impulse 
seems to be toward bcok writing. We 
read in. one paragraph that the new 
prince of Wales will write an account of 
his tour around the world, and in an- 
cther that a promising new novel is by 
a washerwomanr. In 1oyal pataces there 
is more interest in book-writing than 
there is in statesmanship. The 
men of the parliaments of the nations 
are Known more by their books than by 
their speeches In this country the pen 
is mightier in the forum than the orator. 
We have a president who beléngs to the 
guild. The secretary of state is a poet, 
with a place in literature. 

When a race gets an education it begins 
te take the pen in hand. Only a genera- 
tion has elapsed since the colored race 
secured freedom, but aiready the list of 
books by negro authors numbers hun- 
areds and -nereasing rapidly every 
year. No wonder the publishers are over- 
whelmed by the vast output, ané@ no won- 
ager the new authors complain that they 
have to wait for hearings. There is so 
much that even the ceaseless presses are 
unable to hand*e it, and it is not neces- 
Sury to compile statistics to show that 
editors and manuscript readers get gray 
and bald before their time. 

The great thing in all this output is 
that the best wins. Those who fail may 
dispute this, but it mus‘ be the fact or it 
wceuld not be so. Sometimes a worthy 
work has to wait for reward, but the re- 
ward comes. Whether it be a book Tike 
Fitzgerald's translation that sold for a 
few pennies, and afterwards brought 
hundreds of dollars, or another “David 
Harum,’’ that had a hard time getting 
into the running, but beat all in the raze, 
the opportunity still holds. The best. 
Selling book of tomorrow may be from 
the least known author of tuday 
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The report of the postmiaster general 
recently submitted io congress embadies 
an earnest plea for the withdrawal of the 
Privilege of sending books through the 
mails at second-class rates. The law was 
intended for newspapers and periodical 
publications, but it was stretched so 
to include books published in the so- 
called “libraries.” The result ‘s that 
While second-class matter forms 6C per 
cent’ of the entire weight of the mails, it 
pays Only $4,294,445 of the $111,631,193 of 
reverue. But that is not the worst. The 
cheap rate, instead of doirg good, opens 
the way for the bad. In his report Mr. 
Smith says: “Cheap paper and cheap 
postage have wrought incalculable good 
jn opening the avenues to cheap popular 
Nterature, but, as often happens in the 
progress of the world, the vast gocd is 
not unmixed with harm. They have also 
Benerated'a pestilent brood of trashy and 
noisome publications. Many of the books 
in question are of the dime novel order 
and are malodorous’ blood-and-thunder 
stories. They portray and glorify crime 
end outlawry. They inflame «nd debas- 
she youthful mind. The whole influence 
is pernicious and tends to develop and 
promote the mental and moral diseases 
upon which anarchy feeds and social dis- 
order thrives.’’ 

The repeal of the privilege will not af- 
fect the buyers of the better class of 
books. In fact, it may lead ultimately to 
their benefit, for the government might 
Sce its way to a concession that would 
make the postal rate lower than at pres- 
ent exists on books that are mailéd in 
the regular way. A§ it is it costs almost 
@s much to send the cheap book by maii 
as it does to buy it. 
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Andrew Lang has something to say in 
The Independent upon the status of 
American literature at the present day. 
If he is not flattering, he at least does 
not single out America for dispraise: 

“American ,iterature is much in the 
same plight as English or French litera- 
ture. Few figures tower above the crowd, 
though there are differences of inches. Il 
really do not detect your contemporary 
Hawthorne, or Emerson, or Prescott, any 
more than I mark a living Tennyson, or 
Froude, or Thackeray. But this blind- 
néss, you may tell me, is cnly caused by 
the peevishness of hoary eld. 1 allow for 
that; nobody, as a rule, does overesti- 
mate his juniors. 1 hope that Il am 
wrong when I fail to find great eminence, 
Yet, even if 1 am right, only nature is to 
blame. Gerius is her gift, to give or to 
withhold. Now she pours out sparkling 
sculs, now she is rather stingy. We can- 
not breed people of genius. Education, so- 
cial environments, have next to nothing 
to.do with producing genius, The wind 
bloweth where it listeth; we cannot raise 
that wind. It may breathe on a cottage 
on Domremy, a ‘clay biggin‘‘ in Scot- 
land, a modest house at Stratford, with 
a dunghill before the door. Or it may 
sweep across the playing fields of Eton, 
or ‘down Ettrick Break;’ we know not 
whence it cometh. I wish it would 
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come: 

Secondly, your Hterature, like our own, 
seems to Me to be swamped by the novel. 
I would give a wilderness of novels, just 
now—year, of good novels—for a Macaulay 
or a Hazlett, a Tennyson, a Gibbon, a 
Hume, a Wordsworth, I rteceive a volume 
of critical essays from a friend. It is 
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almost wholly occupied with novels. I 
want histery and poetry and essays 
and novels, but I want the 
other three first. The novel. of course, 
has taken alk knowledge for its province. 
and I regard their attempts to instruct as 
frivolous. They dabble (I am thinking of 
England) in religion, and science, and 
philosophy, ah, with what rejoic- 
g ignorance, in what a barbaric style! 
We all know and confess that you cannot 
history from historical novels. Why, 
should we expect really to learn 
novelists. and to know about other 
matters? Now, if the public will 
read novels only, must not its powers of 
uttention be debauched? 
really attending, of taking a little intel- 
lectual trouble, distinguishes progressive 
man from the savage.

' ‘That means literature which demands no 


attention, and fhe request is an injury 
and an insult to the populace. They are 
told that they have not the power of at- 
tention, their meat is ready chewed for 
them; anything that requires the reader 
to think is “dry and dismal.’’ “You must 
not go deeply into things.’”’ A critic once 
amused me by writing about something 
of my own that it was “rather scholarly.” 
That fault detracted from its value. 

Now I do not wish to be disagreeable, 
but are your reviewers and literary jour- 
nals all that you could wish? I know that 
there are laudable exceptions, but, on the

Did they know, 
before dipping into the books, anything 
about the subjects of which they treat? 
they correct and instruct the au- 
thors? If they can, you are more fortu- 
nate than we usually are. In one Eng- 
lish journal it is almost a regular formu.a 
for the critic to say that he knows nothing 
about his subject. The confession is hon- 
est, but superfluous and rather discourag- 
ing to author and reader. 
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The advent of Edwin Markham’s new 
book, “Lincoln, and Other Poems,” re- 
calls the vicissitudinous career of ‘“‘The 
Man With the Hoe.’ In the beginning it 
was halled as the noble Psalm of Labor. 
Then it was denounced as a travesty of 
the toiler: then men like Professors Wil- 
liam James and Edward Dowden declared 
of hope and humanity. 
Next the critics spent themselves in show- 
ing forth its black pessimism, The late 
Collis P. Huntington, of radlroad fame, 
offered $700 for a poem refuting the Mark- 
ham heresies. The prize winner was 
forthcoming, but his work was declared 
more pessimistic than the poem whose 
effects it sought to rem@dy. And still 
“The Man With the Hoe” has lived. How- 
ever, Mr. Markham’s second book of verse 
will probably be more satisfying to the 
early faultfinders. Along with sympathy 
for all forms of honest activity it sounds 
a distinct optimistic note which will be 
highly gratifying even to the poet’s ad-

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Brief Reviews of Latest 
Books

**‘Miss Joy’® not be long before “‘The 
By Graee McCowan Crisis"’ and “‘The Right 

Cook and of Way” are relegated to 
Annte Booth the rear. The author- 
McKinney ship of ‘Mis Joy’ be- 

longs to Grace Mac- 
Gowan Cook and Annie Booth McKinney, 
end they have certainly brought to tae 
task in hand an unusual equipment, not 
only as regards the research evinced by 
the historical setting in which the story 
is cast, but equally with respect to the 
style of English in* which the volume fs 
written, and while the work may not 
possess any abiding value such as the 
works of the standerd English and 
American authors, it certainly possesses 
enough merit to make it an exception to 
the great run of books which are now 
coming from the press. The scenes of 
the story shift from the wilderness about 
Natchez to the mixed society of New Or- 
leans and the time when the story opens 
is 1798. 

Joyce is the lovely Gaughter of Tobias 
Valentine, a preacher of the new ‘‘Meth- 
ody” sect, who is ‘‘ied’’ to leave’ the 
‘world’ and settle, with his only child, 
in the forest near the site of Natchez. The 
reader need not scent the danger of re- 
ligious persecutions and polemical disqul- 
sitions, nor, when a tall old Indian fol- 
lower appears on the first page, has he 
reason to fear savage ambuscades—the 
two perils that lie in the path of the 
writer of American picneer fiction;. Mrs. 
MacGowan and Mrs. McKinney make a 
better use of both these elements to show 
the sweet, religious spirit cf Jovce when 
she meets the temptations that come 
through love and pleasure, and her gal- 
lantry and viger when her family is mo- 
mentarily involved in a private feud be- 
tween the Indian and his tribal enemies. 
There is a night attack on her cabin by 
savages, and Joyce shcots one of them, 
but old Manet» is killed as they planned, 
and nothing further h#ppens of this sort. 
What is of fav more cenger to the girl's 
happiness is the advent into her hard- 
working, unselfish life of a handsome 
stranger called Jessop, who is taken into 
the preacher's household with frontier 
hospitality, ragged, footscre and ill of 
swamp fever; re offers no explanation of 
how he came, cr who he is, and when he 
recovers he still lingers to work as a 
field hand on a neighboring cotton planta- 
tion. and to make love to Joy. Almost 
he prevails, and almost the reader hopes 
he may, for he is mere attractive than 
the good young man, David Bachelor, 
who is the cause of Jessop’s failure in 
the end. For Bachelor counsels Tobias 
Valentine to send Jowvce into the world 
to» test her love for Jessop, und so she 
goes to spend the second half cf her story 
with her father’s kin In New Orleans, 
where she discovers many things about 
herself and her lover, that their forest 
life could never have revealed. 

Of Jessop, who is the familiar younger 
son of an English earl, she learns tales 
of his life among the husks which break 
her pride to bits, and show her innocence 
the impossibility of winning so weak a 
soul to the serious things she values; of 
herself she discovers facts at first nearly 
as distressing, for dancing, and _ rich 
clcthes, and the world’s ways are delight- 
ful to her, are even needful to her happi- 
ness, she finds, and impossible for her 
again to put entirely aside. So at last 
she returns to her father’s house with 
chests of raiment, with household goods 
of extravagant charm, and a tiring wom- 
an to boot, and calling in her fathers 
people bravely lays before their dismayed 
eyes the truth, that she can never be the 
“Methody preacher’ she _ had been 
trained to consider her vocation, nor re- 
frain from the vain ornaments they con- 
dcmn. The poor sisters and brothers sub- 
mit to the inevitable. 

So also must Jessop, who follows her 
to plead his suit again; he is earl of 
Shropshire now, but David Bachelor is 
proved the better man and the world 
hes taught Joyce the worth of men as 
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well as of beauty. There is much of epi- 
sode. and romantic small adventure 
adorning che story; a political intrigue of 
Burr's is made abortive by Joyce’s inter- 
ference, there is a great ball in honor of 
the waiting prince of Orleans, ,.and a 
thread of tragedy running through the 
luxurious gaiety of the French city, in 
the story of the little black Princess Lal 
ard the slave Zoombi. (The Century 
Company, New York.) 
w 
The fourth vélume of G. P. Putnam's 
Sons’ “American Men of Energy” series 
is entitled ‘Israel Putnam, Pioneer, 
Ranger and Major —*=n- 
eral,’’ The work has 
been prepared by WIil- 
liam Farrand Livingston, 
who was favored with 
access to original sources 
of information regarding 
the famous colonial hero, and has been 
able to correct many inaccuracies that 
have found their way into historical ac- 
counts of General Putnam's life. Mr. 
Livingston calls attention in his preface 
to the fact that he has made use of doc- 
uments that have never before been used, 
among them being General Futnam’s of- 
ficial reports as ranger or scout in the 
French and Indian war; the diary he kept 
on his voyage to the south; his general 
orders in the Havana campaign and the 
American revolution; and letters by his 
own hand or dictated by him at different 
periods of his life. The style of the book 
is attractive, and the story of Putnam's 
life, though perhaps too detailed for 
casual reading and ready remembrance, 
is in just the shape to satisfy the reader 
who wants everything. The tndex and 
b.bllography are complete and the half- 
tone illustrations fine. Throughout the 
book are footnotes, citing authorities, 
and, what is always valuable, attention 
is called to points of differenfe between 
the author's account and the current re- 
ports or statements. The work is one cf 
those compact, complet¢ bicgraphies that 
entertain as well as satisfy.

A Tardy Tribute to 
Heinrich Heine 


Heine's grave has a monument at last. 
Greatest of German poets since Goethe, 
idolized by his countrymen, his memory 
kept ever fresh in the hearts of Teutons 
by favorite poems, Heinrich Heine has 
no monument in all the kaiser’s domin- 
ion. It remained for the empress of Aus- 
tria to erect a marble testimonial to the 
genius she admired, although he had 
lampooned her family in the person of. 
Ludwig I of Bavaria. She purposed 
placing it in Dusseldorf, the natal city 
of the lyric poet, but the kaiser frowned 
upon the project. The minstrel had va- 
ried his sweet songs with vitriolic out- 
pourings that were caustic to the pow- 
ers that ruled in Germany, and the 
wounds were still smarting. The royal 
admirer, who, though a woman, could 
forgive, set up the memorial in the 
grounds of her own palace. This tribute, 
according to the cable news of the past 
week, has been transfgrred to Paris and 
placed over the lonely grave in the cem- 
etery of Montmartre. Nearly fifty years 
have passed since death came to the re- 
lief of the poet who had been ‘“‘nailed in 
his coffin’ for eight agonizing years, and 
his glory has grown brighter with each 
flying year, but this is the only marble 
shaft erected to his memory. 

Though an exile from his native land 
for twenty-five vears Heine poured forth 
an unceasing sf*“km of prose and poetry 
that has shed luster on the Hterature of 
his fatherland, and the children of his 
fertile genius are a more enduring moh- 
ument than marble slab or granite shaft. 
Erratic was his career, stained was his 
life, bitter were his criticisms, but under 
the spell of his exquisite verse much is 
forgiven. Wherever Germans foregather 
there will the musical lines of Heine be 
heard and hearts melt under the influence 
of his spirit. 

Heine’s best-known poem is doubtless 
“The Lorelei,”” and students of German 
may be glad to acquire this clever trans- 
lation of it, which, so far as known, ap- 
pears in none of the numerous works &# 
German translators: 


I know not what it may mean today, 
That I am to grief inclined; 

There’s a song of siren, an old world lay, 
That I cannot get out of my mind, 


The air is cool, and the twilight gray, 
And peacefully flows the Rhine; 

On the ridge of the cliff at the close of the day 
The rays of the sunset shine. 


There sits a maiden richly dight 
And wonderfully fair; 

Her golden. bracelets glisten bright 
As she combs her golden hatr. 


And as she combs her locks so bright 
She sings a charming lay; 

‘Tis sweet, yet hath a powerful might, 
And ‘tis echoing far away. 


A sailor floats down in his skiff on the Rhine, 
That caro] awakens his grief} 

He sees on the cliff the last sunbeams shine, 
But he sees not the perilous reef. 


Ah, soon will the sailor, in ojitter despair, 
To his foundering skiff be clinging; 

And that’s what the beautiful maiden there

The genius of the gifted Jew blossomed 
early, for he was barely 17 when he wrote 
the baMad -of “The Two Grenadiers,”’ 
which is ranked as one of his choicest 
reductions.

Born of Jewish parents 
in 1799, he was trained to business in the 
rank of his uncle, Salomon, at Hamburg, 
but he detested business and in 1819 went 
to Bonn te study lew. He left soon for 
Berlin, where he made the acquaintance 
of many celebrated writers and studied 
literature and philosophy. He issued his 
first book of poems in 1822, but it attracted 
little attention, and he went to Goettin- 
gen, where he took his degree in law in 
18%. Returning to Berlin h® published 


| two plays, both unsuccessful, and then 


took to traveling.

Tt was his ‘‘Reisebilder’’ (‘‘Pictures of 
Travel’), published in Hamburg from 
1825 to 1831, that first brought Heine fame. 
He ridiculed the social, political and liter- 
ary weaknesses of his time with an au- 
dacity that amazed the public, while it 


} was charmed by the vivacity, sprightli- 


ness and wit of the young writer. Very 
few works have caused such a sensation 
in Germany. Heire published a new edi- 
tion of his poems, and the world awoke 
to their manifold beauties. 

His free criticism of the institutions of 
the time won him the animosity of the 
Prussian authorities. and in 1831 he con- 
cluded it expedient to quit his native land 
for Paris. It has been asserted that the 
Prussion government gave him a strong 
hint to leave. 

In Paris Heine plunged into many ex- 
cesses, but his pen was never idle. He 
sang of love, he deait in satire, he dis- 
coursed of German literature, and all he 
6id was of a high order. For twelve years 
he received a pension of $800 from the 
Frenen governmeng, which was cut off by 
the revolution of 1848. After living many 
years with a common woman in the Latin 
avarter, he married aer on the eve of a 

uel, and she did much for his comfort 
during his exile in the gay city. In 1847 
he was seized with the malady which 
ended his life in 1856. During those years

It was 
the trade in spices which brought the 
Dutch to the Far East, and a large part 
of their first pepper shipments were from 
Sumatra, although they got some from 
India. They lost India through the over- 
charges of the pepper trust. About the 
time of Queen Elizabeth they had set- 
tlements both in India and in these 
islands, and were doing most of the car- 
rying trade of this part of the world. 
They then sold their pepper at 75 cents 
a pound, but trustlike, as they hadthe 
monopoly thought they could double the 
price, water.their stock and still declare 
big dividends. The English merchants, 
however, objected to paying $1.50 a pound, 
and organized the famous East India 
Comrany, which drove the Dutch out of 
Hindoostan and gave India to England. 

Here in Sumatra the Dutch still own 
pepper plantations. The sultan of Achin 
has his pepper districts, and in the am- 
pongs there are other pepper estates 
which yield well. In a good year Su- 
matra exports in the neighborhood of 
400,000 pcunds, or about two-thirds of all 
the pepper that tickles the palates of 
human kind. 

I have made some inquiries as to the 
pepper business, and as far as I can 
fearn it will pay the agricultural depart- 
ment to investigate it for the Philip- 
pines. Mindanao and the Sudu archipel- 
ago have plenty of land suited to the 
crop, and the moist, warm climate there 
is just right for it. 

The pepper grows upon bushes which 
rise to a height of from 20 to 30 feet. 
The plants are set out from cuttings: so 
near together that 1 acre will bear 2,500 
plants. In Sumatra, where wages are 
perhaps a little lower than in the Phil- 
ippines, it costs only $20 to bring an acre 
of pepper plants into bearing, and after 
that it is said the pepper from them 
can be annually sold for about $400. So 
you see the profits are enormous. The 
plants begin to bear at three vears in 
some regions, and in some it takes from 
five to eight years for them to reach full 
maturity, after which they will pro- 
duce from ten to fifteen years longer. 
The pepper is in the form of berries, 
which are first. green and then red, and 
when ripe are yellow. They are picked 
as they begin to ripen and dried on mats 
in the open air. When dry they turn 
black. The white pepper is made by 
washing and rubbing the black berries 
and drying them in the sun. 

Some of the best pepper plantations 
in Sumatra are in the land of the Bat- 
taks, a vast tribe of semi-savages who 
live in the hills south of Achin. These 
people are Malays intermixed with Dy- 
aks of Borneo and with Hindoos. They 
are taller than our Filipinos, darker in 
complexion and more heavily haired, 
Many of them have beards. In the 
wilder portions of the country they are 
very savage, and cannibals are found. 
The penalties for certain crimes are that 
the guilty shall be cut in pieces and be 
eaten alive. These practices, however, 
prevail only ,in the back districts. Those 
Battaks whd have come in contact with 
the Dutch are semi-civilized, and many 
of them can read and write. They have 
an alphabet of their own, and _ write 
upon palm leaves instead of paper. 

The Battaks are pagans, but I doubt 
whether missionaries would be allowed by 
the Dutch to go among them, as they 
think missionary work disturbs the na- 
tives. Some of the people are Moham- 
medans, and others believe in three dei- 
ties—a creator, a preserver and a de- 
stroyer. They have also a touch of Hin- 
dooism. They are, on the whole, mild 
and peaceable, hospitable and very cour-

brought to Batavia by a recent traveler 
in that country. I am surprised at their 
looks. They have better forms and feat- 
ures than the Javanese, and they: dress 
better. Young girls wear a great deal of 
jewelry—every maiden carries her whole 


dowry on her person. Her arms are 
covered with bracelets from her wrists 
to her shoulders, and in her ears are 
buttons and hooks of silver and gold. 
Some girls have high back combs plated 
wiltth gold, and some have sarengs of silk 
interwoven with threads and deco- 
rated with small é¢oins. Jt is not uncom- 
mon for a woran toc cover the whole up- 
per part of her person with silver dollars,

told that some of the womefi wear silver 
nail protectors, such as are used by the 
Chinese, and that many have gold belts 
and gold and silver buckles to fasten their 
sarongs.

husband has little. Then he may be taken 
into the family of nis bride with no pay- 
ment whatever. In the latter case, how- 
ever, the ceremony is different from the 
regular marriage ceremony, and the hus- 
band’s rights are algo different. He be- 
comes, ir. short, the slave of his wife's 
parents, and his wife is his legal boss. 
It he should get tired of his condition he 
moy apply for a divorce, but the wife 
keeps the property end the children. 
Indeed, there is a part of Sumatra 
where the women are said to be the real 
rulers. This is in the middle of the fsland 


in a part of the country seldom penetra- | 


ted by travelers. There the women have 
more property rights than the men. If 
aman dies his possessions go to his fath- 
er and mother, but if the woman dies her 
property goes to the children. For this 
reason the men give their property to 
their wives, and the result is that most 
of the wealth cf the tribe is owned by the 
wemen. The husband can divorce his 
wife whenever he chooses, but he must 
allow her to keep the property in her 
possession. For this reason there are 
few divorces, and the people are said to 
be umecmmonly moral. 

They are generally 
withstanding their Mohammedanism. Sev- 
eral families will often live in one house. 
If a daughter’ gets married a new addi- 
tion is built on at the back, and in this 
she lives and brings up her children. The 
various additions can be recognized by 
the prongs which extend up from rhe roof, 
and you see sometimes half a dozen 
houses so joined together. 

In some villages there are houses some- 
what like the club houses of New Guinea, 
In the Lampongs even small places have 
their town hails, wrere the tnen, women 
and children meet together and where all 
public business is dyne. About these the 
peddlers and marketmen collect, story 
tellers stend and sing out their tales and 
here dancing is sometimes held, lasting 
for several days and nights. 

I have talked with the Dutch officials 
about the towns.of Sumatra. The na- 
tives nearly everywhere live in villages 
and there are only a few cities of any 
size. I have already spoken of Padang. 
This is the capital of the west coast. It 
has about 35,000 people, and of these 
about 1,700 are Europeans. The province 
is ruled by the Dutch and the town has 
many beautiful Dutch villas, somewhat 
like those of Java. Many also live in 
bungalows, constructed of wood and 
bamboo, with the floors several feet above 
the ground. Some of the villas are 
roofed with thatch of tapa leaves. 

The natives live in thatched huts with 
curiously pointed roofs. Their houses 
are shaded by cocoanut trees, and Pa- 
dang makes you think of an immense 
park with these curious houses scattered 
through it. The town is close to the 
mountains and it is said to be very 
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healthy. It is not far from coal fields, 
which are connected with it by rail. 

Not far from Padang is Benkulen, 
which was once the English capital of 
the country. It has 12,000 people, but is 
not prosperous. Dili is the Dutch capi- 
tal of the east coast. It is at the mouth 
of a river on Malacca strait, just a lit- 
tle below Penang. Here the Dutch civil 
and military officials live, as well as 
many European merchants, making a 
very pleasant foreign colony. Dili is laid 
out in modern style, its streets being 
lighted by electricity. It has two banks, 
two good hotels, two clubs, a racing as- 
sociation and many Chinese, Japanese, 
Indian, Malay and Kling business 
houses. It is the eenter of the tobacco 
experting trade, and it imports a great 
deal of rice from the Strait Settlements. 

In eastern Sumatra is the largest city 
of the island. 
and is the capital of the residency of 
that name. It has a population of about 
60,000, and has considerable export and 
import trade with Singapore, Siam, Ra- 
tavia and China. It has a European quar- 
ter. with the usual assortment of clubs, 
business houses, ete. The people are 
largely Mohammedans, and it has one 
mosque, floored with marble, which has 
a minaret 100 feet high. 

The Dutch have applied the same gov- 
ernment to Sumatra as to Java, but 
their success in controlling the people 
has been far greater in the latter island, 
The Malays of Sumatra are more wild 
and savage than the Javanese. Many 
of them, like the Achinese, refuse to be 


tured Colon. The steamer 
Sunrise arrived having on 
board a commission from 
the suceessful insurgents at 
Colon asking for the peace- 
ful surrender of Bocas del 
Toro. The commission con- 
sists of Dr. Arango, Dr. W. 
Franco and Captain Fran- 
cisco Gutterrez, The latter 
two are resplendent in red 
trappings, the Iiberal colors. 
They came without a flag of truce and 
boldly demanded the city of the alcalde. 
The alcaté¢ Mas been in consultation for 
twenty-four hours with his subordinates 
and has reached no conclusion as yet be- 
yond the first assertion that he would de- 
liver the city if the government at Pan- 
ama has surrendered. That such is the 
case is very apparent to the foreigners, 
but lacks official confirmation, and until 
such confirmation reaches him he wil] 
take no action except to increase the 
guard and order the greatest vigilance on 
the part of the soldiers for fear of a repe- 
tition of the Colon disaster. 

In the meantime no launches are al- 
lowed to leave Bocas for points in: the 
Chiriqui Lagoon—or, jn fact, any other 
place, thus virtually imprisoning every 
one in the city. This will very probably 
last no longer than a day or two. The 
Sunrise wag allowed to proceed to Port 
Limon, Costa Rica, this morning. 

On Tuesday night, November 19, Colon 
was taken after an assault in the dark- 
ness and rain by a small party of insur- 
gents. At Las Cascadas, a station about

controlled and there are frequent rebel- 
lions. BHastern Sumatra is still divided 
into a number of semi-independent states, 
each ruled by its own prince or chief, 
wilo may be called sultan, rajah or datio. 
These rulers are assisted by the Dutch 
officials, and as far as possible the gov- 
ernment is carried on through them, 
The Dutch nave a court at Dili and also 
native courts elsewhere. The most im- 
portant cases are taken to Batavia to be 
tried and matters of note are referred 
to the governor gencrai of the Dutch 
Bast Indies at that point. 

Lands may be leased of the princes for 
a certain number of years and labor may 
be hired under certain conditions. The 
laws require that the wages must be 
paid by the month and that the em- 
ployer must furnish his laborers with 
medical attendance and food when they 
are sick. All land contracts to Euro- 
peans are subject to the consent of the 
resident Dutch -governor, and mining 
contracts have to be approved by the 
Dutch governor general. In nearly all 
the provinces the Dutch collect the cus- 
toms duties and grdinary revenues.

ple in Colon the neat morning who had 
slept through the fight, and did not know 
there had been a change of government 
since they went to bed. But the fighting 
had been fierce and hard while it lasted, 
One hundred and sixty-nine iiberals com- 
posed the attacking party, and the town 
was defended by about 200 government 
troops. 

The government loss is fourteen killed 
and seventeen wounded; that of the lib- 
erals is five killed and two wounded. 
Colonel Barrera led the liberals. The 
commander of the government forces 
never showed up.and the second in com- 
mand was quickly shot, leaving them 
without a leader. 

The new municipal government was 
quietly organized on the morning after 
the battle.

I began 
lighting at sixteen, taking part in the 
liberal uprising of 1875; and at this early 
period in my life I was made a sub- 
lieutenant. A bullet through the knee 
and the suppression of the _ revolution 
turned me into a more peaceful vecupa- 
tion.’’ 

The old veteran mused over the recol- 
lection of his early days, and gradually 
these details came out. He betook him- 
self to Bogota, where he studied juris- 
prudence at the National university, re- 
ceiving his degree of doctor of laws in 
1880. As a lawyer, he did so well that 
he was elected procurador general—the 
Spanish equivalent for district attorney— 
and was afterwards appointed a professor 
of law at the university. When his lib- 
eral tendencies became too pronounced 
for further public employment or peace- 
ful residence at Bogota he left the capital] 
and founded a large coffee plantation at 
Medillen, in Cauca. At the outbreak of 
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Colon, Colombia, surprised and captured by Liberal insurgents. 


of the Panama railroad, the train from 
Panama was held up by a force of liberals 
i89 strong, undcvr the command of Colonel 
Frederico Barrera. These bought tickets 
from the conductor and proceeded to 
Colon on the train in a very orderly man- 
ner excepting for the cutting o* the wires 
at each station as they arrived, thus pre- 


cluding the possibility of news reaching 
Colon ahead of them. The train was al-. 


lowed to take on and discharge passen- | 


gers at each station as if nothing was 
wrong. In fact, every care not to inter- 
fere with the traffic of the road was 
taken, 

Upon arriving upon the outskirts of Co- 
lon the soldiers disembarked and marched 
alongside the train, which was ordered 
to run slowly until well within the city. 
Twenty men were to guard the train, but 
as soon as they were inside the engi- 
neer put on full speed and when he ran 
into the depot the first shots were heard 
on the edge of the town. There was a 
terrible downpour of rain and the city 
was enveloped in inky blackness when 
the fight began. At the sound of the 
first volley the United States gunboat 
Machias, which fSde at anchor in the 
harbor, turned her searchlights on the 
city. She quickly located the contestants 
and her lights followed every movement 
of ‘the opposing forces. Had it not been 
for these lights friend could not have 
been distinguished. from foe in the melee. 

The attack, which began at 8:45, was a 
complete surprise to .the government 
forces, who were resting on the assump- 
tion that Panama would be attacked be- 
fore Colon. Demoralization followed the 
failure to locate the commandante, who 
had discreetly skipj¥ed at the first alarm. 
The second in command assumed charge 
of: operations, but was shot four times 
in as many minutes. The prefect “also 
ran,” thus saving his skin. The Colom- 
bian cruiser Pinzon lay in the harbor 
and could have torn the city to pieces 
with her modern guns, but the alcaide 
went aboard her and ordered her to 
leave. She took that official to safety at 
Porto Bello, but left her own chief offi- 
cer in Colon, as he could not.be found in 
time. 

Within half an hour of the initial gun 
the government building was taken and 
the remainder of the city was subdued 
in another three quarters of an hour.

From 
there he was taken to Bogota to be tried 
for high tre2son, but before the date set 
for the trial he was umnested, together 
with all other political prisoners then con- 
fined in Colombia.
